One British marriage 
in five ends with 
divorce, survey finds 


By Frances Gibb 

The emancipation of women 
is an important cause of stress 
in marriage, leading to the pre~ 
sent divorce rates of one mar¬ 
riage in five, a survey* publish¬ 
ed yesterday reveals. 

There is a “ growing diminu¬ 
tion of the authority of the 
husband over the wife and a 
much more subtle awareness of 
the psychological and social 
needs of the couple ”, it says. 

“It is inevitable in the midst 
of such experimentation and at¬ 
tempts at personal fulfilment 
that marital breakdown should 
be conspicuous.” 

The survey, by Dr Jack 
Dominian, senior psychiatrist at 
the Central Middlesex Hospital, 
is the first in a series by the 
new Study, Commission on the 
Family, an independent body set 
up under the chairmanship of 
Sir Campbell Adamson with the 
support of the Lever hulme 
Trust. 

It estimates that the cost to 
the public of marital break¬ 
down, including supplementary 
benefits paid to one-parent 
families, children in care, pres¬ 
criptions' and hospital admis¬ 
sions is between £500m and 
£1,000m a year. 

Nor is there any evidence of 
a fall in divorce rates. Divorce 
affects all western society, with 
levels ranging from 22 per cent 
of all marriages in England and 
Wales, to 40 per cent in the 
United States, it says. 

But if divorce rates are high, 
so are the cases of remarriage.

The cost of running the 
average family car rose last year 
by £460, according to Lord 
Erroll of Hale, chairman of the 
Automobile Association.

Nurses to vote on ending industrial action ban

Nurses are to be asked 
whether they want to abandon 
their policy of never caking 
industrial action in the light 
of the Government’s refusal to 
increase its 14 per cent -pay 
offer. 

The Royal College oF Nurs¬ 
ings representative body voted 
yesterday at its Harrogate con¬ 
ference to Carry out a new 
ballot of members over indus¬ 
trial action to see whether the 
profession’s mood had changed 
since formulating the policy 
last year. 

Delegates supporting the 
move said they thought that 
the college’s policy of never 
striking had been exploited by 
the Government and was res¬ 
ponsible for the poor pay offer. 

Miss Catherine Hall, the 
college’s general secretary, said 
thar no one at the conference 
in Harrogate was contemplating 
all-out strike action. “What- is 
being talked about is selective 
industrial action carefully

thought out to safeguard the 
interests of patients.” 

She said nurses could cause 

administrative chaos by refus¬ 
ing to fill in forms for the Gov¬ 
ernment. They could refuse to 


do jobs which were not strictly 
their responsibility and could 
refuse to allow wards io be left 
in the hands of unqualified 
nurses, as often happened. 

She said many delegates 
were being forced by govern¬ 
ment policy to contemplate in¬ 
dustrial action. 

Mr Michael Walsh ? a delegate 
from Bristol, proposing the 
ballot motion, said that nurses 
were being offered less than 
half the rises being offered to 
doctors, of about £800 instead 
of £2,000. 

He said that Mr Patrick 
Jenkins, Secretary of State for 
Social Services, had insisted 
tbac there was no chance what¬ 
ever of nurses getting n\ore 
than 14 per cent. 

“If he means what he says, 
then he is doing serious damage 
to the nursing profession, the 
health service and patients as 
well. Patients are suffering 
from nursing shortages and wiU 

suffer more and more until the 
profession is well-paid, happy 
and united, and not a bunch of 


frustrated and bitter paupers 
and beggars.” 

Mrs Elizabeth Bell, a dele¬ 
gate from Bury St Edmunds, 
said tht she had learnt Frtftn 
the conference that nurses were 
beggars. ‘Every year we take 
our begging bowl to West¬ 
minster and tip our caps and 
every year we return in 
despair. 

A few delegates spoke 
against she motion. They said 
the last ballot voted 5,824 to 
2,639 against industrial action, 
which would be bound to affect 
patients. 

Several delegates also 
pointed out that ancillary 
workers who had struck in the

won an increase of one per 
cent on the previous offer. But 
the motion was overwhelmingly 
carried.

Where a person has a right of

respect thereof is made to, an 
agister ... ib) in the case of a 
huvinc animal which has not been 
so depastured as aforesaid, it is 
marked by, and the appropriate 
payment in respect thereof is 
made to, an agister before it is 
depastured in die Forest 

Mr Ian McCulloch and Miss

agister in the New Forest. 

LORD JUSTICE WALLER said 
that the Swainmote Court, which 
was composed of vcrdcrers. was 
originally established by section 
25 of the New Forest Act, 1877. 
It now existed by virtue of section 
8 of the New Forest Act, 1549, 
and the verd&rers were em¬ 
powered to make by-laws under 
section 9 of that Act. The by-laws 
now In force were set out in 
the schedule to the New Forest 
(Confirmation of By-Laws) Order, 
1952. The present case was con¬ 
cerned with by-law 4A. 

Three informations heard by 


the verderers were to the effect 
that Mr Newman, .acting in the 
due exercise of his rights of com¬ 
mon in the New Forest, suffered 
three cows, a Friesian, a Here¬ 
ford .and.a Jersey, to depasture 
in the forest when they were not 
marked by one of the agisters. 
sad the appropriate payment had 
not been made for such marking, 
contrary to by-law 4A(1), 

The facts found by the verderers 
were that on August 16, 1977, 
two agisters in the New Forest 
went to Pundle Green Bartley in 
the New Forest, and found the 
three cows grating. The animals 
belonged to Mr Newman, and 

had not been inspected by the 
agisters, nor had a fee been paid. 

Pundle Green was in tile per¬ 
ambulation of the New Forest, 
and was part of forest land, as 
rifescrihed In section 3 of the 

New Forest Act, 1877. Mr New¬ 
man enjoyed rights of pasture 

over the wastes of the Manor 

of Minstead and a right of com¬ 
mon of pasture .pur vicioage over 
forest land by reason of his right 
of common of pasture over the 
manor.

Bournemouth and Boscombe Ath¬ 
letic Football Club Co Ltd, 
L22.221. Judgment was given for 
the Bournemouth club with 
interest. 

Leave to appeal m the House 
of Lords was refused. 

By a transfer agreement of 
September 27, 1972, Bournemouth 
had agreed to transfer Mr 
Edward John MacDougall, a pro¬ 
fessional footballer, to Man¬ 
chester United for the gross fee 
of £194.443. and it was also 
agreed that Manchester United 
would pay a further sum of 
£27,777 w Bournemouth when he 
had ” scored 20 goals in first 
team competitive football for 
Manchester United ", 

Mr George Carman, QC. and Mr 
Raymond Mjchell for Manchester 
United ; Mr William Crnwther. 
QC, and Mr J. Stuart-Smith for 
Bournemouth. 

The MASTER OF THE ROLLS 
said that football was a great in¬ 
dustry and football clubs were 
like traders, buying and selling 
their players. 

Edward MacDougall had hecn a 
first class player for Bournemouth, 
scaring 1 Z 6 goals for them in 166 
matches. Mr O’Farrell, manager of 
Manchester Untied, in 1972, when 
his team were not doing well, 
had his eyes on MacDougall and 
approached Bournemouth for his 
transfer. Tbe fee was to he about 
£200,000. Manchester United 
wanted to be sure of MacDnuaaH's 
ability and put in a special clause 


that £27,777 was to he paid when 
he had scored 20 goals. 

A written contract was signed 
on behalf' of United and Bourne¬ 
mouth on September 27, 1972. 
United were to pay £175,000 of the 
gross fee of H94.44S to Bourne¬ 
mouth and a 5 per cent levy each 
to the Football League and the 
player. A further £27,777 was to be 
paid to Bournemouth when 
MacDougall had scored 20 goals 
in first class competitive football 
for them, of which the League and 
the player would each receive 5 
per cent. 

From October to December, 
3972, MacDougall scored tour 
goals in 11 matches as a striker. 
Then on December 19 Mr O’Far- 
rell was summarily dismissed and 
was succeeded by Mr Tommy 
Docherty. After three games Mac¬ 
Dougall was dropped. 

There was strong evidence that 
in the intervening time under the 
new management of Mr Docherty 
he had been put up for sale. On 
December 29 there was a tele¬ 
phone conversation with Sheffield 
United about a possible sale. By 
January 2. 1973, three other offers 
were made for MacDougall. 

As tiie judge said, ” Dncherty 
had decided, which as the new 
manager he was entitled to do, 
that MacDougall bad no place in 
his scheme of things for Man¬ 
chester United. " The situation 
had been transformed by Mr 
Docherty's appointment. Bv the 
end of February, 1973, Macboug- 
ail had been transferred to West 
Ham for £170,000. 

The judge had -found that Mac¬ 
Dougall did nnt have the oppor¬ 
tunity of scoring 20 goals as he 
was transferred after playing 18 
games for Manchester United and 
that tile real reason for the trans¬ 
fer was tiiat “ after Docherty 
took over there was no future for 
MacDougall with Manchester 
United ”, He had not scored 20 
goals hut Bournemouth claimed 
the additional fee.

Tbe Court of Appeal, dismissing 
a wife's appeal, refused to order, 
in ancillary proceedings for finan¬ 
cial provision,, the woman with 
whom her husband was co- 
habitating to file an affidavit of 
means. The appeal was from Mr 
Justice Bush (The Times March 
1 ), who had upheld the registrar's 
refusal to grant the wife’s 
application. 

LORD JUSTICE BRIDGE said 
that the parties married in I960 
and had two children. In 1P7B 
thc husband left the wife and ^et 
up house with his mistress. In 
1979 the wife was granted a decree 
nisi, later made absolute. The hus¬ 
band had been in lucrative em¬ 
ployment. but had lost his job 
in circumstances raising suspicion 
in the wire's mind. He stared that 
the luxurious home he shared with 
his mistress belonged ro his 
former employers who wished to 
evict him, and tiiat his mistress 
was now supporting him. 

A mistress’ means were relevant 
in considering the financial posi¬ 
tion of (he spouses under section 
25 or the Matrimonial Causes Act, 
1973. As soon as ancillary pro¬ 
ceedings were Instituted, the

M. Michel Poniatowski, the 
former Minister of the Interior, 
was informed of the threats of 
assassination against Prince 
Jean de Broglie, a few hours 
after the prince was shot dead 
in a Paris street two years ago. 

Evidence to this effect was 
given this morning in camera 
by M Jean Ducret, former head 
of the Paris criminal police, to 
tbe parliamentary commission 
set up to decide whether M 
Poniatowski should be im¬ 
peached before the High Court 
of Justice. It has been sug- 
gested that M Poniatowski 
failed to take adequate steps to 
prevent ihe murder and with¬ 
held vital evidence from the 
investigating magistrate en¬ 
trusted with the case. 

M Poniatowski has con¬ 
sistently denied that be was 
informed of the threats against 
tbe prince, a farmer minister 
and prominent Giscardian poli¬ 
tician, ever since Le Canard 
Bichabie, the satirical weekly, 
published extracts from police 
reports showing that the police 
bad wind of the threats at least 
three months before the crime. 

The reports were not brought 
to the attention of the investi¬ 
gating magistrate, and were not 
included in the official file of 
the case. 

Four days after the crime, 
M Poniatowski told a press con¬ 
ference that the police investi- 
gaticn into the murder had 
been completed in record time. 
He did not mention the assass¬ 
ination. threats. 

M Christian Bonnet, the 


present Minister of the In¬ 
terior, solemnly assured rhe 
National Assembly on his 
honour recently that neither his 
predecessor nor any senior 
police officials were informed 
of them. 

Ar tbe time of the uproar 
created by Le Canard 
Encha'ne’s disclosures M 
Ducret stated that he had not 
passed the police reports on to 
his supeiors because the in¬ 
formation they contained 
seemed to him too ** far¬ 
fetched ”. 

But today, if the “ leaks ” by 
different members of the par¬ 
liamentary commission are 
correct, he stated that the con¬ 
tents of tbe reports on the 
assassination threats were dis¬ 
cussed at a high level con¬ 
ference of police officials at the 
Ministry of the Interior, on the 
day of tbe crime.

Mr Trudeau promised during 
the campaign that he would call 
a conference of the 10 provin¬ 
cial governments in examine 
wavs of amending the constitu¬ 
tion. He repeated the promise 
last night and said he whs 
happy that the provincial 
premiers had already said that 
even a large “ No ” vote in the 
Quebec referendum would mean 
that changes in ihe constitution 
would be necessary. 

Canada's basic constitution is 
roe British North America Act, 
and various efforts have been 
made through the years to reach 
agreement between all the 
provinces on a new text to re¬ 
place jr. and “repairiaie the 
constitution'’. Now they will trv 
again. 

The campaign itself certainly 
changed some votes, bur from 
the day oF their victory in the 
1976 election, the PQ faced an 
uphill battle in persuading 
Quebeckers that they should 
break up die Canadian Federa¬ 
tion and replace it with 
“sovereignty-association” a de¬ 
liberately woolly idea that would 
give Quebec all the rights of 
a sovereign state while remain¬ 
ing economically part of 
Canada. 

Mr Lc 3sque got off 
to a rousing start 

The out-and-out separatists 
denounced the idea : they wan¬ 
ted a more straightforward vote 
Dn independence. Mr Levesque 
and his colleagues convinced 
that they could never win such 
a vote, preferred to advance the 
idea of sovereignty-association, 
and in the event they d/d nor 
even ask for it in the referen¬ 
dum. They merely asked for 
authority to negotittie such an 
arrangement with the rest of 
Canada. 

Even this “soft question” 
was defeated, 60—40 last night. 
The only time rhat the poll sug¬ 


gested rhat the “Yes” might 
win was at the beginning, of 
rhe campaign, which Mr Leves¬ 
que gor off to a rousing start 
in the debate in Parliament. 
On Sunday, it is true, the last 
published opinion poll- put the 
“Yes” ahead, but with a"'very 
large block of people unde¬ 
cided. 

One turning point in the cam¬ 
paign occurred when one of Mr 

Levesque's ministers referred to 
women who supported the 
“ No ” as “ Yvettes ”. This was 
a reference ro a child’s reader 
whose main characters, Guy. and 
Yvette, represent a complete 
stereotype of male and. female 
roles—like Janet and John in 
England. The minister. Mine 
Lise Payette, was suggesting 
rhe “ Yvcrte* ” had no will of 
their own, and. she aroused 
them to fury. 

Women played active 
role in the k No ’ vote 

There was a demonstration 
of about 15,000 women in 
Montreal, and for the rest of 
the campaign, women played an 
active role oo the “ No ” side. 
They voted more solidly for the 
u No ” than did the men, and 
lipped the balance among 
French-speaking Canadians. 

The other episode in the 
closing days of the campaign 
that probably affected the 
result was an unfortunate 
remark by Mr Levesque that 
Mr Trudeau was not really 
Quebecker because his middle 
name was Elliot. Mr Trudeau 
turned this gaffe against its 
perpetrator with devastating 
effect in his last mass rally 
here last Wednesday evening, 
pointing nut rhat the Elliots 
were his mother’s family and 
had lived in Quebec for 200 
years. 

The PQ came to power in 
197G, with a vote of 41 per cent, 
almost exactly what rhe “ Yes " 
achieved yesterday. Po/fs show 
that Mr Levesque is stili^very 
popular, far more than Mr 
Ryan, an'd that his government 
has a very high approval rating. 
s Yesterday’s defeat is bound 
to be a blow to that popularity, 
and to mark the revival nf the 
Liberal Party. The Liberals won 


all seven seara contested jn by- 
elections last. November, and 
the complete collapse of the 
other political parties reduces 
Quebec..tn a two-party state. 

The chances are. therefore, 
that Mr Levesque-will postpone 
the election as long as he can, 
which could mean until the 
autumn of 1981. In rhat case, he 
would direct tfie negotiations 
with the federal and other pro-, 
yincial governments oo the 
future of Canada, at least to 
begin with. They are expected 
to be difficult and to last 
several years. 

Mr Ryan may eventually reap 
die harvest of bis victorious 
campaign. It was an old- 
fashioned effort directed at 
meeting as many people and 
shaking as many hands as 
possible. 

For most people, however, 
the victor yesterday .was Mr 
Trudeau, whose position in 
Canadian politics, as die leader 
who has persuaded his people 
to remain in the federation, is 
now much stronger, rhan it has 
been for years. The campaign 
was a duel between Mr Trudeau 
and Mr Levesque, and Mr 
Trudeau won. 

Trudeau appeal: Mr Trudeau, 
" happy arrd relieved " that the 
people of Quebec voted against 
breaking up Canada's present 
federal structure, has called op 
Mr Levesque to join in the 
search for a renewed confeder¬ 
ation (John Best writes from 
Ottawa). 

He made his appeal in a 
nationally-televised statement 
late Iasi night after the results 
of the Quebec referendum had 
become known. 

While there were many dif¬ 
ferences between “Yes” .and 
“ No ** voters, all shared a 
desire for change, Mr Trudeau 
said. 

“ It is upon this desire for 
change that we must build a 
renewed Canadian federation, 
which will give to the people of 
Quebec, and the whole country, 
more reason ro proclaim 
proudly that we are Canadians. 

I hope that Mr Levesque will 
agree to take part in this 
renewal,” he said. 

Mr Trudeau is planning to 
call a federal-provincial con¬ 
stitutional conference later this 
vear.

Buenos Aires summit raises hopes ; . 
of Argentine move to democracy

Brasilia 

The Buenos Aires summit be¬ 
tween die Presidents of Argen¬ 
tina and Brazil seems to have 
been a personal success for both 
leaders and ro offer some new 
hope that Argentina may one 
day, at a time still to be 
decided, and within certain 
limits, follow Brazil on the path 
to democratization. 

The final declaration by 
President Figueiredo and Presi¬ 
dent Videla starred with a re¬ 
sounding statement of demo¬ 
cratic principles, by saying that 
the respect for the’riglits of the 
individual, as well as u an 

authentic republican and plural¬ 
istic democracy, with the active 
participation of all expressions 
of social forces and of political 
parties, as essential institutions 
of the system". are “ an irre- 
nounceable foundation for the 
Brazilian and Argentinian 
nationalities 

Bitterness of a hard 
and cruel cvcle 


This is a lor to say for 
Argentina's military rulers, 
who were recently’ criticized 
heavily in a special report by 
the Organization of American 
Srates (OA51 for having at 
least permitted innumerable 
acts of cruelty, rorture and 
murder during ihe fight against 
terrorism. In support of Presi¬ 
dent Videla, General Figueiredo 
joined him reminding the OAS 
that it should not “ interfere 
in the internal affairs of mem¬ 
ber states”. 

There were other similar 
gestures by the Brazilian 
President, during a visit 
characterized by a flow of 
rhetoric aid embraces, which 
included statements about their 
“common ideals”. 

General Videla made Ir clear 
that the generous principles 
mentioned above would be 
implemented “in*our own way. 
after the bitterness of a hard 


and cruel cycle”. He told 
journalists that "the present 
stage of political dialogue is 
meant to lead to another stage 
which will provide this process 
with a profound political con¬ 
tent”—whatever that may 
mean. 

But he also claimed that 
Argentina had contributed to 
the stability of all of South 
America with its fight against 
terrorism and was disdainful of 
critics of his Government’s 
actions. 

All this may open only 
slightly the door to democrati¬ 
zation in Argentina: it is still 
better than when it appeared tn 
be locked. President Figueiredo 
tried to. prevent criticism by the 
opposition in Brazil for his ges¬ 
tures to General videla by 
repeatedly confirming his com¬ 
mitment to the continuation of 
the abertura. He also pointedly 
received, while in Buenos Aires, 
the sister of a Brazilian woman 
recently released, thanks to bis 
efforts, from jail in Uruguay, 
where she had been arrested for 
political reasons. He also told 
President Videla, and the press, 
that he thought Brazil’s aher- 
twa would have a good influ¬ 
ence upon the other countries 
of Latin America. “My ideal", 
he added, “ would be for Brazil 
and Argentina to share the 
same aims.” 


New era of integration, 
for Latin America 


The Buenos Aires summit 
could, on rhe whole, make the 
democratization of the military 
regimes less difficult. But one 

will have ro wait for more 
positive signs of such a trend 
in Argentina, wb/Je hoping 
that other recent signs of a 
slow-down in Brazil’s own 
democratization, like the im- 
prisorftnent of Sao Pernio’s 
union leaders after a long 
strike and the incrimination 
of an opposition Member of 


Parliament for a speech heavily 
criticizing the armed forces, 
will not herald a fatal crisis' 
o.f the ahertura. 

In the field nf international 
relations, the Buenos Aires 
summit, which ended with rhe 
signing of over a dozen special 
agreements, mostly on econ¬ 
omic cooperation, should in¬ 
deed stan a new era nf in¬ 
tegration for Latin America. 

New opportunities 
opened for Europe 

Tliis opens up new opportuni¬ 
ties, especially for Europe. The' 
Community is about to sign, in 

coming months, two framework- 
treaties on cooperation with the 1 
countries of the Pactn Andino 
(Venezuela, Ecuador, Colombia. 
Peru and Bolivia), and with.'. 
Brazil. These are somewhat ' 
vaguely phrased documents, 1 
which should however start 
some concrete initiative*. But 
the Community’s efforts in ‘ 
Larin America are limited : it 
does not even have an office in ‘ 
Brazil, though it may acquire 
one in the future. 

The Community could greatly * 
increase its cooperation with 
Brazil, in order to help it solve * 
its still enormous social 
problems, and to develop fully f 
its equally enormous resource*.'- 
Stronger links with Europe- 
would also help the process nf ' 
democratization, which again * 
might Have some positive influ-' 
ence on Argentina's rulers as - 
an inducement to follow the' 1 
same path. 

The Brazilians nfron wonder 
why Europe, which has created 
a powerful structure of coopera- . 
tion, through the Lome Cttnren- . 
tion. with Africa and the Carib¬ 
bean, should almost ignore 
Latin America. I fully share 
their wonder and understand V 
their resentment at being 
largely by-passed by Europe’s 
foreign policy.

Priority task for Peru is 
finding jobs and food

Lima. May 21 

Senor Fernando Belaunde has 
returned to the presidency 12 
years after being overthrown 
by a military government. The 
mandate . he received in the 
general elections on Sunday— 
42 oer cent according . to 
unofficial counts-— is huge by 
Peruvian standards and he will 
probably have a majority in 
Coneress. 

The ingredient to Serior 
Belaunde’* winning margin was 
a widespread tendency for 
many voters to split their 
ballots. Initial results show that 
Senor Belaunde’s Popular 
Action Party.did not do as well 

in the race for congressional 
sears. 

But he picked up votes From 
almost all the other 14 parties 
in the race. He got crossover 
votes from his main threat, the 
Teft of centre Anra Partv, 
because raanv of that partv’s 
moderate wing disliked the 
candidacy of Senor Armando 
Villanueva who had tried to 
swing Apra further to the left. 

Votes also came from the leFr 
because rhe five Marxist parties 
and coalitions participating in 
the elections had not joined 
together ro form a solid apposi¬ 
tion block and because many 
people feared that if Apra won 
the elections it would be 
rhe target of strnngarm rcarics 
to takeover union organization’s. 

Senor Belaunde also offered 
the best notion for the great 
mass of floating voters who 
have no party allegiance and 
only want an orderly return to 
normal, democratic government. 
This was a direct reaction to the 
erratic, and almost traumatic 


performance of the military 
government over the past 12 
years wMch enacted reforms, 
then backtracked on them and 
ended up having to take highly 
unpopular economic measures 
in the face of a fiscal and 
balance of payments crisis two 
years ago. 

The new President told The 
Times thar he does not regard 
his election win as revenge 
against the Army which threw 
him out of power in 1968: “ My 
victory justifies the belief of all 
my life that the Peruvian 
people are readv for demo¬ 
cracy”. 

He also knows that the first 
year of his term will not he 
easy. He said : “ I am very much 
concerned with the problems 
facing the Peruvian people, 
especially unemployment and 
malnutrition”. 

•' _ Unemployment is running at 
nine per cent and under¬ 
employment meaning tbe labour 
force which does not have 
stable employment or earns less 
chan The minimum wage, is 
about 50 oer cent. 

Senor Belaunde outlined his 
first measures on raking office 
as a massive programme of 
pnhlic_ works to create jobs, 
subsidies on basic foodstuffs 
and credit and technical aid for 
agriculture. These were the key¬ 
stones of Ms campaign platform. 

If he is able to fulfil these 
promises without pushing the 
state into economic difficulties, 
he will he able to hold on tn 
his large pnoular backing. If 
not. he will find that horh tile 
Apra Party and the Marxist 
parries will begin to undermine 
his Government through labour 
unrest.

THE ARTS 

Amadeus Quartet 
Queen Elizabeth Hall 


Joan Chissell 

At aU five concerts of their 
1979-30 South Rank season, the 
Amadeus Quarter' have en¬ 
livened programmes by inviting 
a pianist ro join them in a 
quartet or quintet. Dvorak's A 
major Quioret, op. 81, with 
Peter Frankl as fifth man, 
brought the. series to an 
exuberant end on Tuesday after 
a first half divided between 
string quartets by Haydn and 
Verdi. 

H Fully able to stand compari¬ 
son with the piano quintets of 
Schumann and Brahams, even 

if ir has never quite won rheir 
popularity " was the programme- 
note writer's just estimate of 
Dvorak's work. Yer no quinret 

ever written is more bursting 
with melody. 

Tuesday's performance was 
effortlessly carried along by the 
tunes, which seemed to lubri¬ 
cate the string tone and raelr 
the players’ hearts as nothing 
before rhe interval had quite 
managed to do. From the very 
first bars it was clear that af] 
five were determined to bask io 
other people’s song as well as 
their own. 

Balance was exemplary 
throughout, with special praise 
in this respect due ro Peter 
Frankl. who could so easily 
have let his own enthusiasm 
run away with him. The 
Dumka, with its alternating 
sighs and smiles, was done 
with a winning delicacy. The 
Furiant and the high-spirited 
Finale, both taken as fast as 
could be, retained an irresist¬ 
ible rhythmic buoyancy, a 
dancing lightness of step—and 
how Mr Frankl relished rhe 
composer's use of the piano's 
scintillating upper reaches in 
the Furiant. 

If nothing heard earlier was 
quite as heartening, there was 
still much to enjoy in Verdi’s 
rarely layed E minor Quartet. 
We know he wrote it only to 
pass the time while awaiting 
the delayed Naples premiere of 
Aida, sufficiently recognizing 
lack of compulsion to ban its 
publication and public perform¬ 
ance for several years. But its 
elusive unpredictability is capti¬ 
vating in itself. The whimsical 
diarm of the Andancino (and 
its passionate central outburst) 
came over particularly well, and 
there were many refinements of 
shading and blend in the first 
movement. 


PbuWjarmomiia / Muti 
Festival Hall

I suppose there is no very good 
reason why concert programmes 
should hang together, but it 
does help if they do. Certainly 
it was unsettling to be con¬ 
fronted by the PbUharmonia 
on Tuesday with two bait-con¬ 
certs, the first a Beethoven, 
die second of Mediterranean 
confections. However, it was all 
in a good cause, specifically 
that of the orchestra’s recently- 
instituted benevolent fund. 

Having joined together ill 
giving their services free for 
this occasion, Riccardo Muti 
and Vladimir Ashkenazy seemed 
determined to keep their indi¬ 
vidualities -intact when it came 
to performing Beethoven's 
fourth piano concerto. Mr Muri 
retained as much as possible of 
the supremely confident, strid¬ 
ing manner that had just before 
made The Consecration of the 
House so grand, while Mr Ash¬ 
kenazy was at his most lucid 
and imaginative, bringing out 
all the smaller niceties of the 
concerto. In his finale cadenza 
he even allowed himself what 
sounded like a dig at the 
orchestra's magniloquence, but 
generally the disparity worked 
well, and it did help integrate 
the fierce contrasts of the 
middle movement, here spec¬ 
ially stark, into the main body 
of the work. 

The second half began with a 
novelty item, an unbelievably 
vulgar set of variations “ On a 
jovial rbeme ” by Nino Roca, 
who is probably best known as 
Fellini’s musical associate. Vul¬ 
garity on that scale would, of 
course, have been fun, 'but this 
work was simply light music 
made smart. Infuriatingly, the 
Philharmonia played it extra¬ 
ordinarily well. 

They thus set themselves high 
standards for Ravel’s Rapsodie 
espagnole, and then proceeded 
to surpass themselves. It might 
have been only the preface of 
Roua that made the work appear 
so triumphantly thrilHn^ out I 
think it had something to do 
too with the suavity o£ Mr 
Muri's direction and the gor¬ 
geous precision with which his 
players touched in every detail 
of Ravel’s dream Spain.

Germany’s theatre of confrontation 


West Berlin 

Confrontation is the favourite 
monk; of rheannkral directors in 
Germany and middle-class audi¬ 
ences have grown to love the 
frequent assaults on their sensi¬ 
bilities. It makes for some lively 
abuse from both sides but ft 
probably has about as much 
political impact as an oration at 
Speakers’ Corner. West Berlin’s 
annual Thcatertreffen has 
recently been a festival of such 
displays and, while it has also 
been a marketplace for innova¬ 
tion for three decades, there is 
a feeling in some quarters that 
ideas are running nut eod direc¬ 
tors have lost their importance. 

They have iv>t, and it is 
mainly directors who have been 
proclaiming the rise of the actor 
and the ensemble. In a con¬ 
troversial letter published 
during the opening week of this 
year’s “ Theatre Meeting ” seven 
leading directors suggested dis¬ 
mantling the present system of 
running the festival, which is 
based on critics choosing ten 
productions from throughout 
West Gennady and inviting 
them to Berlin, and passing rhe 
job to theatre professionals. 

They take these things seri¬ 
ously in Germany, where much 
of the public wealth is spent on 
art, and the press has given 
much coverage to the protest, 
describing it with a literary 
flourish as “ seven against 
Berlin”. It seems badly timed 
in at least one respect The 
critics made implicit acknow¬ 
ledgement of die importance of 
ensemble work when they chose 
three productions by three 
different directors from the 
Bochum Ensemble, a company 
brought to life this year by 
Claus Peymajin, one of the 
directors who signed the letter. 

I suspect that rhe variety of 
productions, one of the best 
reasons for attending the festi¬ 
val, would be reduced to the 
perspective of an individual 
director if the critics, who after 
all have the rime and the need 


to see everything, were 
excluded. la addition to 
Bochum, there was Pina 
Bausch's dance theatre from 
Wuppertal, a sexual peep-show 
version of The Bacchac and die 
guest production from Paris oE 
Mejihisto, Ariane Mnouchldne’s 
critique of the artist’s response 
to fascism during the Nazi rise 
to power. The showings are trot 
competitive, but they are stimu¬ 
lating in tiheir contrast. The 
Theatertreffcn is probably one 
of the reasons Germany has 
developed such vital and indivi¬ 
dual che acres in so many 
regional cities. 

But that habit of noisy con¬ 
frontation, and the protest 
which seems in part a similar 
exercise, is endemic. Bochum’s 
excellent. Measure for Measure, 
directed by the East German 
B. K. Tragelehu. went for some 
easy agitation and unnecessary 
gn-go nudity in its attempt to 
stir the audience. Even with¬ 
out those moments the produc¬ 
tion would be heavy with Dicks, 
but they are generally tricks 
tbar serve a dramatic point 

To break some of the tradi¬ 
tional barriers while working 
in a traditional theatre die 
auditorium and the empty stage 
have been brought together by 
lighting and by scattered seals 
and an entire row in tbe stalls 
reserved for part oF the per¬ 
formance. Jn addition, a wide 
yellow tape wraps around the 
walls and doors of the theatre 
in an effort to bind the space 
into one room. Despite that, 
most of the high points of die 
performance were exemplary 
comic readings of the text, per¬ 
formed almost classically on the 
stage. 

Tragelehn has provided his 
own translation and there are 
additions that help fit the play 
into the mould of confromatioa. 
He even provides a scene by 
tbe executioner's block that per¬ 
mits a down to insult Berlin, 
spray beer on the audience and 
raise the subject of nuclear 
weapons. That does not help die 


story of the Duke who hands 
over his power to Angelo and 
turns a moralist into a sinner, 
but the mingling of spectators 
and actors helps give the whole 
game of power, seduction and 
betrayal a new reading. 

Tbe dramas on the stage be¬ 
come an entertainment for the 
Duke, who supervises all the 
machinations and winds up 
finally in the stalls with the 
audience, enthusiastically 

applauding the play's conclu¬ 
sion. His. imposition of order 
on the lives of characters he 
has made miserable through 
his arbitrary exercises of power 
becomes identified with, the 
audience’s role as judge. 

It is exciting ensemble play¬ 
ing that justifies the compands 
claim to the title, but it allows 
for individual performances that 
dazzle, including a marvellously 
modern and. amoral Lucia, a 
stylish fooi in evening dress 
played by Ulrioh Pleitgen, who 
brought more to the character 
than I have ever seen there. 

Tragelehn is a director whose 
ideas could not find employ¬ 
ment in the East and it is pos¬ 
sible to see why. Yet ih East 
Berlin there is an unusually in¬ 
ventive Shakespeare production 
at tbe moment, a Midswnmer 
Night?s Dream tbat opens up 
those sexual, Freudian crannies 
that Jan Kott wrote about and 
that Peter Brook developed in 
his production. In its own way 
it is more adventurous than 
Tragelehn 's Measure for 
Measure. 

The director there is Alex¬ 
ander Lang. ■ at the Deutsches 
Theater, and by going back to 
a pre-Roman tic translation from 
1775 he has been able to ex¬ 
plore the earthy intrigues and 
forsake the fairy traditions of 
German productions. He even 
reveals a large measure of the 
bitter resolution of meti’s domi¬ 
nance over tile women who love 
them. As an actor recently 
turned ro directing, he is a 
promising talent. 


The breadth of directorial 
vision in the German theatre 
has been encouraged by gener¬ 
ous subsidy which uforrunately 
has had no similar effect on un¬ 
covering new playrights. It has 
perhaps even discouraged the 
development oE talent outside 
such an adventurous main¬ 
stream. Still, there is a hand¬ 
ful of groups who subsidize 
their own work and raise the 
odd grant for particular produc¬ 
tions. 

One such group ih Berlin 
is Theatermanufaknir, who are 
playing in London this week. 
Another group there is the 
Freie Tneateranstalt who, 
against all odds, recently re¬ 
ceived their first grant for a 
production themed on the 
touchiest of political issues, the 
development of nuclear power. 
You Know Better and Still You 
Do It is subrirlsd in English 
“ Musical on the Nuclear 
Death”. Tt is not that, unless 
you count a metronome as a 
musical instrument, but it-is a 
visually imaginative production 
that evokes Hiroshima through 
Kabuki techniques and Japan¬ 
ese costume while a man 
dressed as a “sex bomb”, 
naturally in a bikini, makes 
music-hall jokes. 

The text is quite lame, con¬ 
sidering the subject, but there 
are moments of inspiration in 
the directing and the acting. If 
the group’s founder. Hermann 
van Harten, had only seen fit 
to entrust one of the produc¬ 
tion’s tasks to ab other—prefer¬ 
ably the writing—he might well 
have made a greater impact. 
Still, in the midst of such well- 
funded Theatrical plenty, it is 
heartening to see such a dedi¬ 
cated group of outsiders reso¬ 
lutely going rheir own way. 
They certainly widen the 
choice of Berlin's theatre life, 
wbiah is not always brightened 
by the Theatertreffen.

Cannes Film Festival 


Hopper: sensitivity, sentiment... nihilism 


Dennis Hopper returns to 
Cannes as director-star—more 
than ten years after his first 
film, Easu Rider, rook a prize 
here—with a Canadian produc¬ 
tion, Our of the Blue. Io the 
nine years ance he last made 
a film. The Last Movie, Hopper 
has lost aone of his nervy sensi¬ 
tivity to rhe anxieties of the 
young, though he himself has 
now graduated to playing the 
parent of his protagonist. 

She—played by Unda Mainz, 
a fierce and touching actress 
who at 18 convintangly looks 
and acts like an early teenager 
—is a child oE the punk era. 
revering the celestial trinity of 
Elvis, Johnny Rotten and Sid 
Vicious. Her father (Hopper) is 
a drinker just out of prison and 
unable even to hold on to a 
job driving a garbage truck- 
Tbe mother is a good-natured, 
feckless, promiscuous junkie. 
The child, tough and resource¬ 
ful as she is, has not a chance. 
Atmospherically and humanly. 
Hopper’s picture of these North 
American _ lower depths is per¬ 
fectly believsrbJe, and coloured 
by his peculiar mixture—more 
evident here than before—of 
sentimentality and nihilism. 

The Polish director Krzysztof 
Z an us si is a more detached 
and analytical talent- Tn back¬ 
ground a physicist and a philo¬ 
sopher, Z.anussi is essentially 
concerned in his films with 
questions of morality for a 
modem world. Cons tans, the 
title of his latest film, shown 


here in competition, signifies 
the mathematical constant—an 
appropriate metaphor for the 
hero’s search for some moral 
constant in a life where every¬ 
thing is subject to chance, and 
in a society dedicated to the 
Marxist tenet that morality is 
comparative, never constant. 

Tiie young man’s nemesis is 
his refusal or inability ro fall 
in with the corruptions, greater 
or smaller, around him. Like 
other recent Polish films* Con- 
stans is a very open criticism 
of aspects of contemporary 
society, as well as a remarkable 
exposition ■ of a character— 
played by an excellent actor 
new to major roles, Tadeusz 
Bradecki. 

Another new Z an us si film. 
Roads in the Night, was made 
for West German television. 
Ostensibly a war stoty, a 
** thirty-yea rs-after ” epilogue 
emphasizes the wider moral 
issues on which it touches, 
along with Zanussi’s preoccupa¬ 
tion _ with the relations of 
individual destinies to history. 

During rhe occupation of 
Poland, a “ good ” German, a 
cultivated young officer, strikes 
up a somewhat difficult friend- 
snip with tbe countess on whose 
estates ids unit is billeted. The 
competing claims of personal 
and national loyalty, of yearn¬ 
ing sentiment and necessary 
deception, turn their relation¬ 
ship into a complicated and 
cruel game. It is good to know 


that the BBC has already 
acquired Roads in the Night for 
television screening in Britain. 

In Mon Oncle cTAmcrique — 
the major French entry—'Alain 
Resnais attempts something 
completely original, and 
achieves it with lightness, dex¬ 
terity and a sense of fun that 
has not always been quite so 
evident in nis work. The 
scenario is by Jean Gruault, 
whose script credits include 
some of me best work of 
Rivette, Godard and Truffaut, 
including Jules et Jim and 
L’Enfant Sauvage, and is 
“inspired by the work of Henri 
Laborit”. Professor Laborit is 
a distinguished biologist and 
the author of numerous books 
on human behaviour. 

“ Films and plays ”, writes 
Resnais, “usually arise from a 
desire ro develop an idea or 
theory through characters or 
through a story. Wouldn’t it 
be fun to do just the opposite ? 
I mean, to separate theory and 
fiction from each other, allow¬ 
ing rhem merely to co-exist ? 
As if one were playing with, 
mirrors, or weaving different 
threads in a carpet.” 

So Renais follows the for¬ 
tunes of three people—two men 
and a woman—of different 
backgrounds, ambitions and 
means ro fulfil them. At certain 
points along their way—a total 
span from 1929, when the oldest 
or them was born, to 1979— 
their lives collide. All the time 


Professor Laborit himself pro¬ 
vides a commentary on the 
biological drives and inhibi¬ 
tions that affect their behav¬ 
iour. Parallel with this com¬ 
mentary, though, we see flashes 
of their own romantic interpre¬ 
tations of tbeir actions, sym¬ 
bolized by the movie stars with 
whom they variously identify— 
Danielle Darrieux, jean Gabin, 
Jean Marais. 

The theory may sound like 
intolerable artifice. That it 
works flawlessly is because 
Renais really does permit his 
characters independent co¬ 
existence. Admirably played by 
Gerard Depardieu, Nicole Garcia 
and Roger Pierre, they are 
themselves convinced of the 
autonomy of their behaviour. 
Even though Renais and Laborit 
may from time to time illustrate 
then- mental mechanisms with 
with experimental white mice, 
there is never any suspicion 
that, as human beings, the 
characters are being manipu¬ 
lated either by the author or 
the biologist. 

Laborit is on record as say¬ 
ing that for him the film “ con¬ 
stitutes an unusual experiment 
concerning the human brain”. 
The spectator, undoubtedly, 
discovers something about his 
own functioning—and that is 
as much as one could hope 
for from any film.

Terra Nova 
Chichester

The Icy sweep of the stage at 
the Chichester Festival Thea¬ 
tre would be a cooling alterna¬ 
tive to tbe delicts of another 
English drought, but a rainy 
break in the weather removed 
that pleasure from the opening 
night of Ted Tally’s play about 
Captain Scott's trek to the South 
Pole. Tbe white gauze of thea¬ 
trical glaciers and the heavy 
clothes of Scon’s expedition are 
not meant to make a gentle 
summer play, however. They are 
the necessary dressings for a 
harrowing reenactment of that 
deathly journey. 

It is meant as more than re¬ 
enactment, of course. There is 
the additional drama of the race 

with the Norwegian explorer, 
Raald Amundsen? a race 
Amundsen won by careful 
planning and a willingness to 
eat the dogs that would pull 
to the Pole. 

Scott is at the centre of Mr 
Tally’s play, and there are gar¬ 
den scenes with his wife played 
out on the harsh ice-floes of 
Antarctica, but the spirit of the 
play is the restless presence of 
Amundsen. He is^a ghostly spur 
to Scott's ambition, appearing 
like Hamlet’s father for moral 
debate. The conflict is about the 
position of mankind in tbe 
scheme of things, and Mr Tally 


implicitly favours lunches of 
dog-meat rather than ihe loss of 
human lives. 

Terra Nova has the dramatic 
progression of a glacier, slowly 
pushing forward to that moment 
when Scott closes his journal 
and prepares to freeze, and it is 
grimly fascinating in its depic¬ 
tion of the sufferings of the 
expedition as members po mad, 
walk sacrificingly into the snow, 
or debate suicide. 

The qualities of the writing 
are cinematic and Mr Tally tells 
his story through apparitions 
and hallucinations on the ice. 
with some fine dialogue that 
usually, but not always, avoids 

the traps of poeticism. The 
cinematic touch means that 
actors fade In and out of focus 
around the figure of Scott, 
though Peter Dews makes an 
artempt to direct them into a 
semblance of continuing life 
tvhiie Scott converses with 
Amundsen or kisses the corpse 
of the dead Welshman. Evans, 
as though he were putting his 
son io bed. 

Hywel Bennett is strong 

enough an actor to hold that 
centre, but it is the bewilder¬ 
ment that he betrays best and 
there is no clear image of Scott 
at the conclusion. 

In the role of the suffering 
Evans. Christopher Neame is 
very effective, finding a sensiti- . 
rity that is somehow foolish, 
and, given time, the company ; 
will probably achieve the en- 
serable feeling rhat is slightly 
weak at rhe moment. * 


Royal Ballet of 
Flanders 
Sadler’s Wells

Only one of the four works 
chosen by the Royal Ballet of 
Flanders to open their Sadler's 
Wells season on Tuesday had 
been seen in London before. 
Thar was Cage of God, created 
24 years ago for Western 
Theatre Ballet and wearing its 
years lightly. Jack Carter’s 
choreography, neatly shaped to 
Rtrwsrhome's Concerto for ten 
instruments, uses mainly solos 
and duets to show how Adam’s 
first sin brought death into tbe 
world, and all our woe. 

The work is well worth seeing 
again for its own sake, and also 
serves as a demonstration of 
the company’s strength. Tom 
Van Cauwenbergh dominates 
throughout as Adam, dancing 
wirh power and sharpness, im¬ 
posing in his dramatic presence 
too. Roselinde De Craecker dis¬ 
plays an apdy amused volup¬ 
tuousness as the serpent, and 
the rest of the cast have the 
measure of their roles, especi¬ 
ally Vivien Loeber as Eve. 

Among tbe other three works, 
all created for the Flanders 
company, the most impressive 
is Ritus Paganus. This is a 
well-judged and highly effective 
bit of theatrical hocus-pocus by 
their principal choreographer, 
Andre Leclair, about a sacri¬ 
ficial ceremony among a tribe 
worshipping a bird-god. The in¬ 
sistent rhythms of a score by 


Francois Glorieux. based on 
drums, gongs and jungle noises, 
reinforce the impact of simple, 
energetically obsessive dances 
for an all-male cast. 

Stefan Schuller sets the mood 
well in his opening solo, masked 
tvici a bird’s head and develop¬ 
ing a sense of impending doom 
through his hovering, flutter¬ 
ing movements. Koen Onzia does 
equally well by the only other 
solo part as a young participant 
who, prompted by fear into try¬ 
ing to escape, thereby selects 
himself as the victim and magic 
successor of the sorcerer. The 
other men help maintain the 
tension whether simply lying to 
watch, beating instruments or 
leaping about in a threatening 
group. 

Kaleidoscope was just as well 
danced as the other ballets on 
the programme, but in this the 
dancers had an uphill and ulti¬ 
mately unrewarding task. John 
Butler's choreography looks 
feeble, purposeless stuff, and I 
cannot imagine how he ever 
Thought it bore any relationship 
to the score by George Crumb. 
Abstract pattern-making and 
fragmented settings of Lorca 
texts jusr dn not go together 
with any kind of rhyme or rea¬ 
son. 

Another plotless ballet, 
Cantus Firmus, was more 
worthwhile. The music is a 
suite of pieces by Bach; if 
memory serves, it is Walton’s 
arrangement for The Wise 
Virgins, but the programme 
credits give no identification. 
Jeanne Brabants, the com¬ 
pany’s director, has laid out 
the dances as a straightforward 
exposition in movement of the 
music’s patterns.

If the new regime at the Vie 
have any thoughts of reviving 
the World Theatre Season, they 
have made a good opening 
choice with Theatermanufaknir, 
a roving Berlin troupe who 
cultivate a cool narrative 
manner, supported by music, 
dance, imaginative transforma¬ 
tion of simple properties, and 
all the other portable skills you 
associate more with the fair¬ 
ground tradition than tbe 
weighty techniques of the 
orthodox German stage. 

Next week they are playing 
Hanns Eisler’s Johann Faustus. 
Murieta, their opening produc¬ 
tion, is a version of Pablo Neru¬ 
da’s solitary theatric-*! work, a 
modern salute to a Chilean folk 
hero. _ The legendary Murieta is 
a Latin American Robin Hood; 
in Neruda’s hands he becomes 
Joaquin Murieta, and his story 
involves a trip to the Califor¬ 
nian gold fields and a bloody 
clash with the Ku Klux Klan, 
after which he rakes to the hills 
as a champion of the oppressed 
before being captured and 
decapitated. To this drama, 
Otto Zonschitz has added a 
framework from Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez’s One Hundred Years 
of Solitude, in which Muri eta's 
story is introduced by Drei- 
fioger, the one survivor of a 
strike massacre. For English 
spectators, therefore, it is a 
matter of viewing an ancient 
Chilean legend through a 
modern Chilean guerrilla fable 


as elaborated by a German 
director of a German cast play¬ 
ing Larin Americans and 
Yankees in Unde Sam top bats. 

It is the habit of reviewers,, 
urging the merits of dis¬ 
tinguished foreign troupes upon 
their insular readers, to say 
that the language barrier does 
not matter. But in this case 
there is no hiding the fact that 
it does; it is crucial. And I 
have rarely been so exasperated 
in the theatre as by Tuesday^- 
experience of watching a com¬ 
pany, who treat clarity as their ., 
first stylistic priority, defeated ’ ■ 
by a totally unintelligible 
simultaneous translation system. (' 
If you have simple German, i 
you will grasp most of the" J’ 
narration : but once the dia- .- 
logue begins you might as well f; 
be listening to fish in an r r ' 
aquarium. 

Zonschitz's scenic invention : ’ 
serves to amplify the dialogue,' • 
not to tell the story visually, 
and all his images imply a ver¬ 
bal context. Even so, they are 
often powerful. The subject of 
the piece is poverty, which the 
show’s nine designers have 
adopted as a stylistic principle. 
Murieta’s legend is presented 
on a stage consisting of three 
branches and an old blanket; 
the dying peasantry are evoked 
with a show of bands, emerging ■ 
like wriggling maggots through 
a black cloth; another long 
drapery', attached to wooden 
staves, become a ship, a snake, 
a bunker, a moving wall that • 
dances the tangn. And like every 
other element, its mnvemems 
are precisely disciplined to. the 
accompaniment of the on-stage 
Latin American musicians.

Havergal Brian worked on his 
Gothic Symphony between 
1919 and 1927, and for more 
than thirty years afterwards its 
history was of non-performance; 
indeed Sunday’s hearing in the 
Royal Albert Hall, broadcast 
live on Radio 3, will be only 
its fourth. Down all the years 
it captured the enthusiasm of 
Beecham and Henry Wood, bur 
the financial and logistical 
problems defeated even the 
former’s blithe ingenuity; in 
the Thirties Eugene Goossens 
had all the performing marerial 
sent to him in Cincinnati and, 
when the money evaporated, 
dispatched the van-load tn 
Koussevitsky in Boston, where 
it vanished; Carl Nielsen is 
known to have read the score 
when on the panel of an inter¬ 
national competition for sym¬ 
phonies. rhe Gothic ultimately 
being disqualified because of 
its choral finale. 

It is said that the Gotiiic 
was party inspired by a remark 
made to Brian by Wood tn the 
effect that it-was a pity nobody 
ever used some or the rarer 
orchestral instruments—heckel- 


phone (bass oboe), contrabass 
clarinet and so on. Brian, who 
usually took no notice at all 
of what anybody else thought, 
sec off on bis dogged musical 
journey. The outcome was a 
work lasting almost two hours 
and culminating in a gigantic 
setting of the Te Deum, On 
Sunday the BBC—which had to 
draw a practical line some 
where—will be using more 
than 500 adult .singers, in¬ 
cluding four soloists as well as 
48 professionals stiffening the 
rhoirs, 100 children and an 
orchestra of 156. including 18 
brass players arid four ■ tim¬ 
panists in the auditorium. If 
every last one of Brian’s 
exorbitant demands had been 
taken literally, the orchestra 
would have been around 200. 

Twenty years ago the Gothic 
Symphony met its first piece 
of kick. Bryan Fairfax, con¬ 
ductor of the amateur Poly* 
phonia Syraphonv Orchestra, 
had bnoked the Central Hall, 
Westminster, and was looking 
for something big to dp. He 
went in search of advice to 
Robert Simpson, BBC producer. 


composer and selfless champion 
of other neglected men's music. 
Simpson happened to have a 
score of tne Gothic in his 
office. Fairfax had not even 
heard of it, and studied the 
score apparently with some 
astonishment On June 24, 1961, 
he gave the world premiere. 

Advocates of the work 
hankered all the more, for a 
professional performance- The 
cost of die telephone calls and 
minutes and discussions within 
the BBC—or so the cynic might 
suggest—would practically have 
paid for one. It ivas at last 
scheduled for a joint venture 
by the Royal Liverpool Phil¬ 
harmonic and the BBC 
Northern in Liverpool Cathe¬ 
dral: in 1966. to celebrate rhe 
composer’s ninetieth birthday, 
but tbe promise of funds was 
withdrawn. Dangerously late 
for adequate preparation, the 
BBC had a change of heart: its 
own BBC Symphony Orchestra 
was free for three days that 
October, when Sir Adrian Boult 
conducted the Gothic in an 
Albert Hall packed wtth-people 
nnr many of whom can have 
forgotten the occasion. 


Since then there have been 
two other shots at the Gothic, 
an amateur presentation at 
Stoke-on-Trent and a perform¬ 
ance of the first three 
(orchestral) movements > under 
Sir Charles Groves in the 
Albert Hall. All concerned 
wanted to do the whole work 
but ironically, by the time the 
necessary finance was secure, 
it was too late to prepare* the 
choirs. About 18 months ago, 
however, the idea took root 
again within rhe BBC, and 
Simpson, who produces the 
coming performance, has been 
working on.it ever sauce. There 
were snags along the way: an 
casv h'fe would be quite alien 
to the Gothic. The BBC’s own 
symphony orchestra was to‘ be 
away on tour at the only pos¬ 
sible time. The London Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra was hired. Sir 
Charles Mackerras, suffering 
from overwork, had to with¬ 
draw from his cnmmitmenr to 
conduct. Here came another 
stroke of luck, for Simpson, 
who had worked with the 
Danish conductor Ole Schmidt 
on ihe LSO recording of all 
Nielsen’s symphonies, believed 


his exuberant personality and 
humour would be ideal for 
steering the huge forces 
through this minefield of a 
symphony. Schmidt it was and 
is. 

The difficulty of per¬ 
formance—quite apart from 
finance-lies in a stylistic 
complexity which combines the 
hardest of old and new. At 
one poinr the choirs are sing¬ 
ing. unaccompanied, in more 
than BO parts. As the final 
vision of calamity approaches, 
before the hushed pica “ let 
me never he confounded ”, six 
timpanists with 22 drums are 
playing a virtuosic anti phonal 
solo. The list of pitfalls could 
be a long one, the list of flaws 
scarcely shorter—though per¬ 
haps only when the piece is 
studied in cold blood. The 
experience of 1966 suggests the 
Gothic Symphony can have a 
shattering impact while it is 
actually happening, and thar is 
not a bad criterion for living 
music. 

It is rhe sheer unreasonable¬ 
ness of the rnmnnser that 
divides most of the musical 
world into those who think he 


was a genius and those who 
dismiss him as a fool. Simpson, 
however, makes a calmer 
assessment: “At his best he 
was a composer of originality 
which is not surpassed in this 
country. At his worst he 
coutdn't be worse." During the 
1966 performance Simpson sat 
next to Brian and, as soon " 
afterwards as he could trust 
himself to speak, gently sug¬ 
gested thar the composer 
should go on to the platform. 
Brian, having listened to a 
proper professional perform¬ 
ance of his magnum opus at 
last, almost 40 years on, slowly 
stood up. His only comment 
was: “It gets you behind the 
knees, all rhis'sittina down.” 
The tinv old man, in brown 
suit and brown boots, stood 
motionless before us. unswayed .. 
hv such an ovation as is giv^ri 
few musicians to hear. “ Hi< 
face was expressionle^.'* 
Simpson recalls. “ But he said 
Ibtw that it was the greatest 
moment of his life.”

Mr Pieter Dankert i Netherlands, 
SOC), wbo tabled the Budget Com¬ 
mittee motion, said he got the 
Impression that the institutions of 
the Community were returning to 
impotence.

Hinault the man they 
all must overcome 


Portofcrraio, Elba, May 21.— 
Bernard Hina alt, of France, bolds- 
the pink jersey of overall leader 
in tbe Tour of Italy cycle race 
after the fifth stage, a 37-kiJo- 
mstre. raft-marred trial against 
tbe clock.

“ without forgcrtinc rhe overa’I 
standings He added : “ Everv 
cyclist in the race can face a one- 
day crisis and Hinault is no excep¬ 
tion.

Kempton Park today stages the 
last two recognized classic rr«3ls 
In England before the Derby and 
the Oaks. They are the Predo¬ 
minate Stakes and the Lupe 
Stakes, which, along with the rent 
of the programme, have been, 
transferred from their traditional 
home at Goodwood for one year 
while the grandstand is being re¬ 
built. _ 

Twelve months ago the Pre¬ 
dominate Stakes was won by Troy, 
who went on to achieve greater 
fame, not to mention- fortune, at 
Epsom. Today’s race promises to 
be enlightening because the field 
includes Ginistrelli. who is now 
second favourite for the Derby 
following the upheaval in the 
market at tbc weekend which saw 
Nurevev and Monteverdi taken 
out of the betting. By the Ame¬ 
rican sc&ttkw, Hoist the Flag, 
whose principal claim to fame in 
Europe so far is as the sire of the 
dual Arc winner. Alleged, Ginis¬ 
trelli, is the only horse in the 
field who has already won over 
a mile and a half. When he won 
The Derby trial at Lingfieid Park 
he proved two things : first, that 
the distance was no problem tn 
him. and second that he could 
handle an undulating track. The 
course at Kempton bears no re¬ 
semblance to Epsom or Lingfieid, 
but that should not stop Ginis¬ 
trelli, who may well he improving, 
not only with every race but with 
every gallop, too. 

Today Ginistrelli has every¬ 
thing id his favour in that hii 
training has gone entirely accord¬ 
ing to plun recently, which is 
more than can be said of his 
principal rivals. Running Mill, who 
won the Heath Stakes at New¬ 
market during the Craven meeting, 
would have run in one or other 
of the earlier Derby trials had he 
not succumbed to the bug which 
played havoc with his trainer 
Michael Sconce's plans for a while 
this spring. Added to which Run- 
nine Mill will be meeting Ginis¬ 
trelli on level terms, whereas at 
NewmaTker be was getting 10 lb 
from the third horse. Rontino. 

who was then beaten five lengths 
bv Ginistrelli at level weights at 

ling field. All that points to 

Ginistrelli being good enough to 

beat Running Mill this afternoon. 

Ryan Price has decided to saddle 
Bozorici end King James and it 
is common knowledge that rheir 
training schedules have been in¬ 
terrupted badly this spring bv the 
virus which ravaged Findim. Bozo¬ 
rici has changed ownership since 
last season for a sum well into 
tin figures. Ironically, he was sold 
when he was a yearling for only 
a fraction of that by bis breeder. 
Lord Caernarvon, whose own 
colours will be carried^ by King 
James, whose sire, English Prince, 
won this trial in his heyday. By 
a descendant nf Petition and out 
of a mare by Hornbeam, Bozorici 
has a Dedigree that is not all that 
dissimilar to Troy's, so it will be 
interesting to see how he fares 
over a mile and a. half. Last sea¬ 
son he won two of his four races 
and finished second in the other 
two to get a rating nnlv a pound 
behind Ginistrelli in tbe Free 
Handicap. 


Rankin did well last year but 
he did not impress on his re- 
Hppearairce at Kempton over 
Easter, and iF there is a shock in 
srore for Ginistrelli it could easily 
come from Prince Bee, who was 
runner-up to Royal Fountain in 
the Wood Diaon Stakes at New¬ 
market. 

As for the Lupe Stakes this 
has all the makings of a three- 
cornered affair between Kashmir 
La«, who won all her races last 
year; Vielle, whose nvo-year-oid 
"form was even better but whose 
only race this season ended in 
disaster: and Resft'uK who will 
be wearing blinkers for the first 
time in public in the hope that 
they will persuade to do on the 
racecourse what she has clearly 
sbown herself capable -of doing 
at home on the gallops above 
West Dsley. 

Vielle is my selection. She was 
wrong the day after she finished 
unplaced in the Nell Gwyn Stakes 
at Newmarket last mouth, which 
explains why she ran so badly. 
In a race for which she starred 
favourite. Recently, however, she 
has been going well enough on 
the Heath to encourage her 
trainer. Bruce Hobbs, to believe 
that she has recovered her zest 
of last autumn, when, she ran 
Quick as Lightning to a neck in 
the Hoover Mile at Ascot. And 
as everyone should know by now. 
Quick as Lightning has lent 
credence to that form by winning 
the 1,000 Guineas this spring.

Sea Chimes may have 
earned a tilt at Kris

At around 3.3S yesterday a lazy, 
hazy afternoon at Kempton Park 
was transformed briefly into one 
of pure magic. This was the 
moment when John Dunlop's re¬ 
markable.. four-year-old. Sea 
Chimes, produced a performance 
to win rhe Clive Graham Stakes 
that one iustibctively sensed was 
something extra special. 

Sea Chimes had won his six 
previous races in the style of an 
outstanding handicapper. Although 
he was a warm favourite to take 
this sizeable step up in class Jn 
his stride, few could have en¬ 
visaged the almost disdainful case 
with which he accomplished the 
task. 

Willie Carson rook Sea Chimes 
into tbe lead virtually from the 
start and with a furlong of the 
.mile-and-a-quarter race left to 
cover, tbe pack Jed by New Berry 
and Pat Eddcty, moved up to snap 
menacingly ar the heels of rhe 
leader. At this point New Berry 
looked as though he would make 
a race of it. ro say the least, but 
suddenly Carson pressed an in¬ 
visible button and Sea Chimes shot 
clear in breathtaking style. 

The time of 2 minutes 2.76 
seconds was 1.3 seconds under 
the standard time and only one 
second outside tbe course record. 
This, plus the fact that Sea 
Chimes was going, further and 
further away from the opposition 
at th efinish, prompted specula¬ 
tion that the Gulf Pearl colt 
might be tried at a mile and a 
half in future. 

However, Dunlop said that al¬ 
though this was a possibility—the 
Coronation Cup at Epsom and the 
Hardwicke Stakes at Royal Ascot 
were mentioned as possible targets 
—it was more likely that Sea 
Chimes would be kept to a mile 
and a quarter for tbe time being. 
The Prince of Wales's Stakes at: 
Royal Ascot and the Eclipse Stakes 
at Sandmvn Park will probably be 
bis next two races. 

If Sea Chimes does run in the 
Eclipse he will encounter the 
Champion milcr, Kris, who is to 
have bis first attempt at a mile 
and a quarter it) the important 
Sandown race.'This should be a 


contest worth braving even the 
most diabolical of racecourse 
traffic jams to see. 

With controversy still raging 
over tbe excessive use of the whip 
in racing, it was marvellous to 
watch Joe Mercer riding Taffy to 
victory in the Westerton Handicap. 
Mercer has long been acknow¬ 
ledged as a supreme stylist and 
he handled Taffy with just the 
right amount of consideration and 
tenderness to win his race with¬ 
out resorting to excesses. A fine 
example for any young rider to 
follow. 

Taffy did not head Sbaab until 
Inside-the final furlong, but any¬ 
one who knows Mercer's style 
must have realized some way out 
that the race was as good as over. 
Taffy was the medium of.a sub¬ 
stantial' gamble when third to 
Arapahos in the Chester Cup 
recently and he provided connex¬ 
ions with a healthy consolation 
prize. He could provide them with 
an even more valuable one ir, as 
looks quite possible, he wins the 
Ascot Stakes, his main immediate 
objective, next month. 

Rvarf Price, whose stable bas 
been so badly hit by a mystery 
bug this season, tame in for a 
welcome change of luck when 
Stats Em mar showed excellent 
finishing speed to win the Cucum¬ 
ber Satkes for two-year-olds. Tbe 
opposition may nor have amounted 
to much, but she won In eye¬ 
catching style for a newcomer 
and connexions obviously rate her 
highly as she is to be aimed next 
ri the Queen Mary Stakes at 
Royal Ascot. 

Weishwyn. tbe hot favourite for 
the Cucumber Stakes, was with¬ 
drawn after unseating her rider 
and bolting up rhe course. 
Apparently she damaged her 
starting stall beyond repair, but 
appeared unscathed herself. 
Quire a tribute to rhe toughness 
of the thoroughbred racehorse. 

Bruce Raymond, a much under¬ 
rated jockey rode a fine race to 
win the Selhursr Park Handicap 
on Winter Wind. Derek Kent, 
the trainer, praised Raymond’s 
handling of this colt, who has a 
tendency to bang in bis races and 
is also apparently quite difficult 
to restrain at home.

“ Have the Go verhfyen t’s -pre-s 
sent economic poJicteB failed? ** 
asked a long-^tngin^ Tory 
backbench critic.co £I Mrs That* 
Cher’s reliance oit 'monetarism. 
He answered His own question 
in an uncompromising affirma¬ 
tive. Operating on interest rates 
alone was not working. The 
money supply, now down to an 
annua] growth rate of 10 per 
cent, is well within the Govern¬ 
ment’s target, but inflation is 
roaring on at nearly 22 per 
cent, with bank lending at art 
all time record. And for this 
surge in credit, the Govern¬ 
ment’s own policies of raising 
VAT and high interest rates, 
which squeezed companies’ 
liquidity, was largely res¬ 
ponsible. 

What is more, he argued, the 
Government hasn't even got 
faith in its own monetarism 
because, if it had, the Minimum 
Lending Race would not be a't 
17 per cent but 22 per cent in 
order to discount inflation. 

To the Tory critics generally, 
the answer is that all this must 
bring the Government near to 
the IT-turn towards some sort of 
incomes policy which they have 
predicted. The Government, say 
The critics, needs to act on a 
broader front, which for some 
of them at least, includes stat¬ 
ing some frind of ** norm n for 
rises in income. 

Predictably, Sir Geoffrev 
Howe’s statement at the CBI 
dinner on Tuesday night that 
the Government was willing to 
talk to the TUC, or to “ any¬ 
one else who was prepared .to 
listen" about pay, was taken as 
a signal in this direction. Yes¬ 
terday, therefore, Mrs Thatcher, 
and the Treasury team set 
about knocking any such ide£ 
on the head. Nevertheless, the 
■ outlook is so clouded, and the 
path that the Government has 
m tread so hazardous that the

But if' they do, 
ft still remains' highly unlikely 
In my yiew that anything in the 
nature of an ^incomes policy” 
as the term is usually under¬ 
stood (as distinct from the 
Government’s reiterated willing¬ 
ness to talk to the unions about 
pay and demonstrate the econo¬ 
mic realities) is feasible for this 
Government. 

Of course, the Government's 
chosen economic method of cry¬ 
ing to restore economic reali¬ 
ties to Britain by controlling 
the supply of money is a high 
risk policy. Such is its impact 
already on industry and employ¬ 
ment thar the Chancellor was 
faced on Tuesday night by a 
public demand from the CBI’s 
president. Sir, John Green- 
borough, for a cut in MLR. Both 
Mrs Thatcher and Sir . Geoffrey 
Howe make no bones about their 
wish to reduce MLR as soon as 
possible- but they do not be¬ 
lieve this makes sense while 
bank tending- remains so high. 

On the other hand, rbe 
Treasury assessment is that 
bank lending will not continue 
at this level for several reasons. 
At the moment, companies are 
borrowing to pay their VAT 
bills (a temporary need] and 
also tn cover higher wages. But 
the inducement to go on borrow¬ 
ing to finance unrealistic wage 
increases (runs the Treasury 
argument) is bound to diminish 
as recession deepens.,. Borrow¬ 
ing for stock-building should 
likewise decline, and recession 
wilt therefore bring both de¬ 
stocking and a decline in bank 
advances. 

When this happens, probably 
later in the summer, the oppor¬ 
tunity to cut MLR will come. 
It is ‘in the belief that the pre¬ 


sent level of bank advances .is 
temporary that the Government 
feels able to risk not putting up 
MLR further despite the credit 
boom—which would also be its 
answer to the charge that its 
toleration of a negative interest 
rate is a sign, of some loss of 
faith in monetarism. 

But, of course, all this means 
a weakening- economy in read 
terms as well as which there 
will continue to be a high rate 
-of price inflation, even if not as 
high- as the present. Inevitably, 
therefore, the next wages round 
will be crucial for the Govern¬ 
ment's economic policy—and 
wages in the public sector will 
be decisive. As recession bites 
into the private sector, earnings 
growth (so the Governmenr 
hopes) will rend to slow down : 
the unions will lower their 
sights, and the monetary- 
squeeze should make its impact 
on both expectations and beha¬ 
viour at the wage bargaining 
table. Impending bankruptcies 
are a grear spur to common- 
sense. But in the public sector, 
conditions are very different. 

Here, as the Government 
itself admits, the wages problem 
is much more intractable. If 
the Government does not take 
a firm grip, there will be big 
settlements with dangerous 
consequences for the economy 
rhat could destroy its monetary 
policy—not least because of 
its effect on private sector 
wages. 

Nor can the Government feel 
sanguine that cash limits will 
really do the trick for the 
public sector, each section of 
which presents its own pro¬ 
blem. Local authorities can 
escape the cash limits net by 
putting up rates (often to pay 
for unproductive spending) and 
-nohody can stop them. The 
nationalized industries, which 
are, after all, producers, may 
be easier ro squeeze (because 


in their case pay can be 
measured against productivity) 

than the u unproductive ” cen¬ 
tral government services which 
nevertheless, in some cases, 
are essential- services. 

And over everything broods 
the evil spirit of comparability 

—comparability between the 
public and private sectors.; be- 
tween the productive and the 
non-productive, as everyone 
bases his own claim on some¬ 
one else's and tries to measure 
the unmeasurable. Here, essen¬ 
tially. is the true engine of 
inflation. 

All this, you might think, 
leads inexorably back tn the 
concept of an incomes policy. 
There is just one snag. It is 
simply that the Government 
could not get an incomes 
policy agreed with the unioas 
If it wanted. Every word uttered 
by trade union leaders in their 
response to what they chose to 
regard as the Chancellor’s 
overture on Tuesday night 
showed this to be so. It could 
only be achieved by the Govern¬ 
ment’s agreeing to trade such 
a huge amount of its general 
economic and social policies 
that the Conservatives might as 
well have never taken office. 
In an acute crisis, a temporary 
wages freeze by statute is not 
impossible, and'has never been 
ruled out. 

But an agreed incomes policy 
in the context of a falling 
national production, when there 
is less to be shared round (and 
logic would dictate wage cuts 
rather chan wage rises) is not 
feasible. . 

So where does this leave us. 
The answer can only be that 
it brings u$ back to politics. 

It is probably true (as back¬ 
bench critics assert) that the 
larger number of the Cabinet 
(counting heads) never had 
much faith in Mrs Thatcher’s 
monetarism. But they have 


stomached it because, while 
they distanced themselves from 
it out of political instinct, they 
never bad an alternative to 
offer. The critics on the back 
benches likewise talk about an 
incomes -policy, but they dis¬ 
cuss neither its form nor its 
feasibility. They - speak as 
though it could be had for the 
asking. 

But, on the central question 
of economic policy, it is only 
the section of the Cabinet 
which adheres to Mrs Thatcher’s 
and the Chancellor’s policy 
that has anything positive to 
say—and what they have to 
say is, in the last analysis, poli¬ 
tical rather than economic. Mrs 
Thatcher is making, an act of 
faith in the commonsense of 
the British people, on their 
willingness to accept reality as 
she sees it, and on her own 
ability to give them the leader¬ 
ship to express their real con¬ 
structive will. Her speech yes¬ 
terday spelt this out very 
dearly. 

The dangers ahead are great; 
the people who can get higher 
(rages are not necessarily those 
who will suffer unemployment 
later. The number of jobless 
will rise throughout this winter 
and recession will deepen. It is. 
indeed, likely to be.a winter of 
discontent. But for the mass of 
ordinary workers, the question 
is reallv whether they accept 
the definition of reality ex¬ 
pressed by this Government’s 
economic ‘policy—or whether 
they will push their challenge 
to such a point that they are 
in full conflict with the elected 
government. 

This will be the- crucial rest 
of leadership. Whatever hap¬ 
pens. -however, if these policies 
do-fail, and the people insist on 
an alternative, there is very 
little reason to suppose that any 
alternative element of rbe Con¬ 
servative Patty could supply it. 


The Baron 


who knew What 
he wanted 


On June 24 and 25 Christie's 
are to demote two auctions to 
the art treasures of Baron Paul 
Hatvany, one of the most 
colourful and original Figures 
tn grace the London collecting 
scene in recent years. 

The fir.sale is devoted to 
his Old Master drawings, 
including 1 a Mantegna and a 
Rembrandt each of which is 
expected to sell for around 
£100,000. The second sale con¬ 
tains his bronzes and other 
works of art, the most distin¬ 
guished piece being a late 
fifteenth century Tuscan 
bronze of a dancing woman 
estimated around £40,000. 

Baron Hatvany came to Eng¬ 
land just before the Second 
World War, his Jewish extrac¬ 
tion making life dangerous for 
him in Hungary where his 
family had owned extensive 
estates and patronised the arts. 

Art collecting and horse 
racing were his special inter¬ 
ests but, as Christie's catalogue 
points out: " the eye was jusi 
as keen for a pretty girl and 
the palate was just as discern¬ 
ing for a bottle of wine." 

The Baron, who died in 1977, 
was nor very, popular with arc 
dealers, For , he;; preferred to 
buy at auction, .1 without ‘theft 
assistance or !gitidallc&,\He >Wa'$.' 
quite clear-; about* what he- 
wanted, having, an!,acute arid 
educated' - eye; 'sotpe of his pur¬ 
chases 'were-' bargains 7 but .rut 
other occasions he . was-.pre¬ 
pared. to pay * a top ' market 
price. i '• ■ : *\ 

For instance,: a , delicious 
study of three heads by Tie¬ 
polo cost, him; £34 in 1946 while 


he. had to pay £540 for a Guardi 
capriccio two' years later. The 
Guardi is only expected to be 
twice as expensive as rbe Tie¬ 
polo in June, at around. £35,000- 
£ 20 , 000 . 

If his relations were cool 
with dealers, he counted many 
art scholars among his friends 
and the attributions of his arc 
works have been carefully 
worked aver. Thus bis Mantegna 
drawing, a sheet of pen studies 
of saints, was catalogued as. 
Bellini when he paid 14,800 
guineas’ for it at Christie’s in 
1959; scholarly detective work 
has changed the attribution. 

The fact that the Baron's 
scholar friends had suggested 
au attribution to Francesco di 
Giorgio for his fifteenth cen¬ 
tury bronze was at first treated 
with incredulity by Christie’s 
sculpture expert, Dr Charles 
Avery—it was too big a name. 
Francesco di Giorgio was a 
Siennese architect, painter and 
sculptor of immense talent, an 
influence on Leonardo. But ns 
Dr Avery worked on the piece 
he became more and more con¬ 
vinced that it was indeed by 
this artist, whose sculptural 
works are exceedingly rare. It 
is catalogued'as “attributed to 

Francesco ; di ■ Giorgio:”. 

'. His sWectum of drawings 
and bronzes was very persona/, 
sometimes made on grounds of 
historical or scholarly interest, 
and sometimes pure charm. 
The range of his landscape 
drawings is particu&rly not¬ 
able. He begins with' two deli¬ 
cate tree studies ; by the 
Florentine artist. Fra Bar¬ 
tolommeo, moves on to a land-

scape by Pieter Breughel the 
Elder whose treatment as has . 
been described as representing 
“a new phase in the evolution 
of landscape delineation ", and 
adds one oF the hest landscape 
drawings known from the band 
of Aelbert Cuyp and an equally ■ 
exceptional Hubert Robert. 

The bronzes include a num¬ 
ber of very charming naked, 
ladies.

Some remarkable sunsets could

The spiritual heart of 
Catalonia is Montserrat, a 
monastery that has lasted a 
millennium, perched on a 
mountain ledge against a 
cluster of sharp grey peaks 
like Gothic spires. 

lErwhroned in die Bene¬ 
dictine monastery is the 
ancient statue of a dark¬ 
faced Virgin and Child 
which has become a symbol 
of the unity of the Catalan 
nation. This bustling, cos¬ 
mopolitan region, desper¬ 
ately modern and secular, 
paradoxically has not 
abandoned its devotion to 
the Virgin of Montserrat, 
represented by the rwelfth- 
century romanesque statue, 


and Montserrat has not 
abandoned Catalonia. 

The monastery receives 
more tourists (many would 
prefer the word pilgrims) 
than many countries—cm 
estimated two million a 
year—and the numbers are 
growing so fast that the 
monks are disturbed by the 
extent of the commercial 
complex which has had to 
be set up around the 
monastery to handle the 
visitors: restaurants, shops,, 
a- motel, parking areas. 

During the period of the 
Civil War, 23 monks from 
Montserrat were killed by 
anarchists in Barcelona- They 
were among 930 Catalan 
priests, brothers and nuns 


who lost ritfeir lives in the 
war. 

Yet thei monastery of 
Montserrat, and the Roman 
Catholic church in Catalonia, 
did not fail into step behind 
General Franco as it did in 
most of the rest of Spain. 
Throughout the Franco 
years, Catalan clergymen 
spoke out boldly against 
injustice and oppression, and 
they played _ an .important 
part in keeping the flame of 
Catalonia’s language and cul¬ 
ture alive during nearly four 
decades of official efforts to 
snuff it out. 

The church In this ancient 
Mediterranean region—not 
merely- this monastery—is 
still doing the same things. 


Even with the advent 
democracy and the reiu..t 
to home rule, the godless 
&nd God-fearing alike seem 
to look to it to carry on its 
traditional function a’s a kind 
of heavenly ombudsman, 
with no qualms about calling 
to task the powers, that be. 
Nationalistic it is, but the 
church in Catalonia is no 
more allied to power today 
rhan it was under General 
Franco. 

The Generalissimo must 
have,fumed when rhe abbot 
of Montserrat, Dom Aureli 
M. Escarre, granted inter¬ 
views to foreign reporters 
full of stinging criticism of

FINANCIAL ASPECTS 

Entering into the nuclear field implies a big investment 
effort and therefore a development of FECSA’s financial, 
sources, determining a specific financial structure. 

FECSA has frequently increased its capital, provided 
that, as said, its shares are traded on the major Spanish 
stock exchanges; in this way FECSA obtains financial 
resources which can be added to its own generated 
resources in order to meet part of its investment pro¬ 
grammes. Also, in the domestic market, FECSA has made 
public issues of registered bonds which have been an 
important financial source in recent years, reaching the 
amount of 51.700 million pesetas between 1970 and 1979. 

For its long term financing, FECSA has also approached 
the following international sources : 

—Suppliers’ credits for the import of foreign goods for the 
construction of power plants and purchase of transformation 
and transmission equipment. 

For FECSA this is an important financial source, since 
for instance. Westinghouse, the American corporation, is the 
supplier of its two principal plants which are currently under 
construction—ASCO I and ASCO II Nuclear Plants. In that 
way FECSA can count on the Eximbank and some other 
leading American banks for the financing of the imports. 

—The international money market, from which FECSA has 
obtained an important proportion of its financial resources 
in the last decade. From this source, FECSA has obtained 
credits in different currencies ($. DM, SFr.,'and Yen), the. 
main ones being;

“ r said two years ago 
that it was a mistake in my. 
opinion‘to pave the way for 
so many autonomous regions 
in Spain ”, he observed. “ In 
reality the only one of 
Spain's lands which had 
autonomy before, although 
we did not always have it, 
was Catalonia. 

•'■“I'm. not talking about 
ancient history now. but 
about the days of the repub¬ 
lic And in spite of ibis, it’s 
difficult. Spain’s people 
think autonomy is a pana¬ 
cea, that autonomy will 
make everything just right, 
but autonomy means sacri¬ 
fice for many years. 

. * Furthermore, Spain is 
not a federal country. 1 am 


a federalist with regard to 
Europe but not with regard 
to Spain. I’m not convinced 
about autonomy for Spain's 
regions, apart from Cata¬ 
lonia. Even in the Basque 
country, which wanted its 
autonomy, they have been 
killing each orher on the 
streets for years and years; 
they’re fighting and they're 
disunited. 

“ We in Catalonia have 
many faults, but we have 
certain qualities—tolerance 
and unity. You know. I've 
presided over the Govern¬ 
ment in Catalonia for two 
and a halt years. There have 
been five elections of oue 
kind or another, and not a 
single example of political 
violence connected with 
them. I should say that the 
first thing those people who 
are asking for autonomy 
should do is get together. 
But no, they’re demanding 
autonomy and they're 
divided among themselves. 
How can that work? ” 



‘Inspiring businessmen 
to invest’ 


‘Legal text into reality’ 


Catalonia's major problem, 
in the opinion of its. first 
duly elected president in 
nearly half a century, is 
how to conserve its national 
identity. 

Senor Jordi Pujol, aged 
49, the modern Renaissance 
mao who was swept into the 
presidency of the Generali¬ 
tat on a wave of nationalist 
sentiment, has done as 
much as any Catalan to save 
that identity. Physician, 
banker, philologist and 
above all Catalan patriot, 
Senor Pujol — in his own 
phrase—began to ;er pars, to 
build up his homeland, at 
the age of 16 when be first 
became active in Catholic 
youth movements in the 
region. 

“ Our biggest problem * 
he explained in Barcelona 
shortly after the inaugural 
session of the new Catalan 
regional Parliament, “is the 
need to fortify and definite¬ 
ly save our identity as a 
people, and it is logical that 
I should consider that as 
the main problem since I 
am a nationalist. It is a pro¬ 
blem of language, of cul¬ 


ture, of our mentality. We 
muse solve this problem 
rn rough the' schools, 
through the mass media, 
through cultural policies. 

“ The second problem is 
an economic and social one. 
It is a general problem in 
Europe, as you know; but 
we must be very aware of it 
here because we have rhe 
added complication of hav¬ 
ing a type of industry which 
at this'time must be moder¬ 
ated. 

*- Then there is the Uome 
rule statute. At present it is 
only a legal text but now we 
must translate that text into 
reality. That will require 
firm negotiations with Mad¬ 
rid.” 

His driving passion for 
his home region landed him 
behind bars in 1960 when 
he organized and took part 
in the singing of “ El Cant 
de la Senyera ”, a musical 
tribute to the red-and-yellow- 
striped Catalan flag, in a 
well-known Barcelona con¬ 
cert theatre, the Palau de la 
Musica. Although a civilian, 
he was court-martial led and 
condemned to seven years* 
imprisonment. However, as 
a result of several pardons 


he served only two and a 
half years of the sentence 
as wedl as one year of pro¬ 
bation during which he was 
restricted to the city nf 
Gerona, 100 km north of 
Barcelona. 

No sooner was he out ot 
prison than he was back at 
the business of fer pais. He 
was highly instrumental in 
compiling and publishing an 
encyclopaedia in Catalan. 
He was primarily respon¬ 
sible for making Banca 
Catalano, which be founded 
with a group of friends' in 
1959, Spain’s eighth largest 
banking group and Cara- 
loma’s principal industrial 
holding company. He pro¬ 
moted the establishment of 
schools wiTh instruction in 
Catalan and encouraged 
publications iti Catalan 
notwithstanding official 
efforts to limit the use of 
the language. __ 

“As a people, we have_to 
rei n force our collect ive 
identity and we have to 
efa'm urate certain threats to 
our nation in linguistic and 
cultural fields ”, he said. 
“If we did nor have our 
language and our culture 
we wouldn’t be a nation.” 


Failure to solve Catalonia’s 
pressing economic problems

less there is a change for 
the worse. T do- not believe 
j anyone would be tempted to

[endanger rhe new organiaa- 
jrion of the state.” 

The son of a man who 
j was a member of both the 
(Catalan and the Spanish par- 
I liamenrs during the Second 
! Spanish Republic. Senor 
j Barrera, aged 62. is secre- 
i tary general of the ERC, the 
same party which was led 
by rhe outgoing Generalitat 
president. Senor Josep Tar- 
radellas, from thV time of its 
founding in 1931 to 1933 
and from 1936 to 1952. 

During bis student days 
in 1935. Senor Barrera was 
involved in politics as a 
member of the ERC’s youth 
movement and as a leader 
of the MFCS (National 
Federation of Catalan Stu¬ 
dents). 

After finning in the civil 
war, be spent 13 years in 
exile, mostly in France, 
where he taught chemistry 
and physics at the Univer¬ 
sity of Montpelier. The be¬ 
spectacled professor chooses 
his words carefully. "He is 
meticulous and patient, a 
shrewd politician. His party 
won only 14 of the 135 seats 
in the Parliament, but he 
became the parliamentary 
president after making a 
pact with the winning party, 
Senor Jonh 'Pujol’s CIU. the 
Convergence and Union 
Pam, which won 43 seats 
buz failed to get a majority. 

Commenting on his parlia¬ 
mentary position, he said : 
“ Obviously it is a post 
which does not entail any 
specific power, but it can be 
used to orient the Parlia¬ 
ment's activities up to a cer¬ 
tain point- It also allows me 
co work to achieve a climate 
of cooperation, so necessary 
for Catatonia at this time.” 

Because of ks republican 



nature. tbeoreocally 

oppnsed to the constitu¬ 
tional monarchy which suc¬ 
ceeded the Franco regime, 
the ERC was not legalized 
until after the 1977 Spanish 
parliamentary elections. 
Although it has not 
renounced its dedication to 
the-republican, rather than 
monarchical. _ system, the 
party’s secretary-general 
explained : “ We are a party 
which faces facts, and we 
do not believe it is good 
politics to bring up ques¬ 
tions which can complicate 
things and are not in need 
of an urgent solution ”. - 
What does require imme¬ 
diate solution, he feels, is 
Catalonia’s economy : “ The 
Government of the Generali¬ 
tat must take up this ques¬ 
tion despite its limited 
powers. The truth is. it caa 
only take indirect action 
and apply measures which 
do not have an immediate 
effect. 


“ It can help, however, in 
a psychological way, by in¬ 
spiring businessmen to in¬ 
vest and by offering guaran¬ 
tees nf continuity and stab¬ 
ility. lu addition, there are 
specific measures which tlfe 
Generalitar can take in 
order to help, such as assist¬ 
ing in the conversion of cer¬ 
tain industries, drawing up 
plans for reorganizing the 
economy and promoting 
vocational schooling, retrain¬ 
ing programmes and so 
forth." 

Another urgent need, in 
his words, is ttfe “recata- 
lanizatinn ” of the region. 
“ We are bilingual ”, he 
said. “ A significant part of 
the population does nnt 
speak Catalan, nearly half 
the population. As a result 
of the actions of the Franco 
regime, the use of Catalan 
has deteriorated, not merely 
in everyday life but also in 
administrative affairs and so 
forth.”

CATALONIA 


Where artists have a 
will to exist 


Se George and his fire- 
breathing dragon a re among 
many things which Britain 
and Catalonia have in. com¬ 
mon. Catalans honoured the 
memory of their patron saint, 
San Jordi as they call him, 
on April 23 in the customary 
fashion, by giving a rose and 
a book to someone dear to 
them. 

That traditional act says a 
great deal about' the Cultural 
refinement of this region, 
which is undeniably the roost 
cosmopolitan, oufivard-look- 
ing region of Spain and tbe 
one which is more often than 
not in the forefront of art, 
literature and music. With 
irrepressible pride, Profesor 
Josep Maria Ainaud de 
Las arte, historian, lawyer 
and member of the Catalan 
Parliament, speaks of .his 
land’s “ disproportionate cul¬ 
tural influence* 1 . His claim 
can hardly be disputed. It is 
obvious tbat little Catalonia, 
covering only 30,000 sq km 
(About the size of Albania) 
looms large on the world 
cultural map. 

Senor Joan Oro, the bio¬ 
chemist, who is one of the 
chief researchers for the 
North American Space 
Agency, has returned to his 
native Catalonia as a member 
of the regional Parliament, 
and he has a special project 
in mind.; As a farmer's son, 
he wants to show Catalan 
farmers how to make the 
most of technological 
advances. 

Alicia de Larrocha, one of 
the world's greatest pianists, 
is a Catalan. Painter, Joan 
Mir6 was born in Catalonia, 
though he now lives in Mal¬ 
lorca fan island which once 
formed part of the Catalan 
empire). Salvador Dali is a 
native and he lives in the pic¬ 
turesque seaside town of 
Cadaques. Pablo Picasso, 
although born in Malaga, 
spent his formative years in 
Barcelona, and many critics 
consider that he painted 
some of his best works there. 
Opera-singer Montserrat 
Caballe and musician Pau 
(Pablo) Casals put their 
native C&tsAoaia at the sum¬ 
mit of music. 

Doctors Ramon and 
Ignacio Baraquer, father and 
son, made Barcelona a lead¬ 
ing centre of eye surgery. 
Biologist August Pi Sunyer, 
during years of exile in 
Venezuela, reflected honour 
on this, his home region. 

Carmen Amaya, one of the 
greatest of Gipsy flamenco 
dancers, came from rhe 


Costa Brava. Xavier Cugat, 
tbe band leader, is a Cata¬ 
lan, . too. So was Antonio 
C audi, the architect, whose 
imagination turned stone 
and into whimsical fan¬ 
tasy. The list could go on 
and on. . 

Professor Josep Trueta 
put bis knowledge of passive 
defence 1 measures, learnt 
in the Spanish Civil War, to 
work in England, when as 
an. exile he helped to organ¬ 
ize Britain’s civil defence in 
the Second World War. 

Senor Trueta was far 
from being the first person 
to make Britain aware of 
Catalonia’s cultural dimen¬ 
sion. The firsc novel in tbe 
Catalan language, Tinmt Lo 
Blanc , was a great success in 
1490, 2,000 copies being 

printed, and within two years 
it turned iq> in England in 
translation. Scholars will re¬ 
call that it was this book 
which Don Quixote saved 
from the fire in Cervantes’s 
immortal parody on novels 
of romantic chivalry. 

In the latter years of 
the Franco regime certain 
things which censors might 
earlier have prohibited were 
tolerated provided the 
authorities felt that _ they 
would reach only a limited 
audience.-The multiplication 
of the authorized number of 
copies was a risky operation, 
but one which paid off in 
terms of promoting a 
nationalist cause in clandes¬ 
tine classrooms. 


“We were f closet culture 
addicts’”, joked one intel¬ 
lectual who had a significant 
part fn the production of the 
book. Resum d'histona dels 
Paisos Catalans. The “ closet 
culture” sessions gave the 
Catalans a chance to study 
ritfeir own history and to 
keep their written language 
alive. One of the principal 
promoters of such bootleg 
education was the present 
president of the Generalicat, 
Senor Jordi Pujol. 

Another significant project 
which Senor Pujol and other 
Catalamsts made possible was 
tbe Gran Enciclopedia Cata¬ 
lano, a 15-volume encyclo¬ 
paedia in Catalan which 
experts consider extraordin¬ 
ary in terms of its thorough 
documentation. The work was 
started in 1970 and the final 
volume is to be published in 
Barcelona this year. 

Its importance lies in the 
fact that the keys*one of 
Catalan culture is the lan¬ 
guage. Like the tongues 
spoken in surrounding areas, 
Castilian Spanish and 
French, Catalan is a romance 


language. It first appeared as 
a written language in the 
twelfth century. Although 
perhaps two million residents 
of Catalonia (mostly immig¬ 
rants from other regions I do 
not speak it, it never ceased 
to be the commonly spoken 
language, even under General 
Franco, when it retreated 
into the homes but did not 
disappear. 

Catalan is spoken in an 
area more than twice, tbe 
size of the present region of 
Catalonia, which lies in a 
small triangle in the north¬ 
east comer of the Iberian 
peninsula, the sides of which 
run from Cape Cervera on 
the Mediterranean westward 
to' the valley of Aran in the 
Pyrenees, then roughly south 
from there to the Ebno river 
delta, and finally up the 
coast again to the French 
border near Cape Cervera. 

It is tbe official language 
in tmy Andorra, the nation 
that nestles high in the 
Pyrintes between France 
and Spain, as it is in the 
newly autonomous Catalonia. 
It is tiie spoken language of 
the French. RoussMon area, 
sometimes spoken of as 
North Catalonia, and of a 
fringe area of Aragon just 
west of the Catalonia border. 
It is also the language of the 
rest of Spam’s eastern coast 
inhabitants as far south as 
Murcia, of the Balearic 
Islands and of part of 
Sardinia 

Intrigued as they are with 
their past, the Catalans live 
very much in- the present. 
Vicens Vives, the social his¬ 
torian, contrasted his people 
with the French, who, he 
said, were guided by reason, 
the Germans, whose driving 
force was metaphysics, the 
English, an empirical people, 
the Italians, whose driving 
force was intelligence, and 
the Castilians, who were im¬ 
pelled by mysticism. In Cata¬ 
lonia, he claimed, the main 
driving force was the will to 
exist. 

In ihe troubled 1930s, 
when anarchists took over 
the monastery of Montserrat, 
with its priceless collections 
of art, manuscripts and arte¬ 
facts, it was a poet, Ventura 
Gassols, then cultural coun¬ 
cillor of the Generalitat, who 
succeeded, through difficult 
negotiations, in saving the 
treasures. Seared in a wheel¬ 
chair in rhe visitors' gallery, 
the aging poet was an 
honoured guest when Cata¬ 
lonia officially recovered its 
political and cultural iden¬ 
tity at the opening session of 
the new Parliament.

Culture is not encased 


in 
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Barcelona is “the flower 

of the world’s beautiful 
cities, pride of Spain, gifr 
and delight of its inhabi¬ 
tants. and refuge of 
foreigners If anything has 
Changed about Barcelona 
since Cervantes expressed 
tbat opinion, it has been 
only for the better. Bar¬ 
celona is like a non-stop 
fiesta; it is a major port, 
and an important commer¬ 
cial and. cultural centre. 

Although a metropolis of 
four million people, Bar¬ 
celona has many places for 
pedestrians rather titan cars. 
In other respects, too, it is 
a cicv of human dimensions, 
'where culture is not some¬ 
thing encased in glass but 
rather a living, developing 
thing. It is a place which 
combines the ancient and the 
modern with unusual har¬ 
mony. 

Avant-garde ideas simmer 
in the dark, narrow streets 
of its Gothic quarter. Live 
jazz wails and thumps 
through medieval courtyards 
which may once have echoed 
to die sounds of trouba¬ 
dours’ lutes. Barcelona is a 
marvellous synthesis, where 
the colours never clash, 
where the most disparate 
philosophies coexisr. A city 
long accustomed to invaders 
and innovators, Barcelona 
takes everything in its stride. 

Its fourteenth-century 
cathedral, in slim-spired 
Catalan Gothic style, em¬ 
braces a palm-shaded patio 
with a pissoir, a pond full 
of booking geese watered by 
a spitting iron frog, shout¬ 
ing children splashing in 
moss-muted fountains, gar¬ 
goyles, greenery, and a side 
chapel dedicated to Our 
Lady of Light (with a sign 
explaining that she is the 
patron saint of workers in 
the electrical trade). 

“In front of the cathedral 
on any Sunday morning, 
matrons, spry old men in 
black, and youths in blue 
jeans join hands to dance 
the sardana, an eas> c ing 
folk dance which is any¬ 
thing but a fossil of folklore. 
The sardana lives, apparently 
quite compatible with the 
frenetic dances which some 
of the same people will per¬ 
form later in the day in the 
city's booming discotheques. 
Spontaneous and universal in 
.Catalonia, the sardana is 
probably as popular today 
as it was in the Dresem 
dancer’s great-grandfathers’ 
time, and the Catalans are 
so pleased with it that they 
frequently drag surprised 
foreign tourists into rhe mov¬ 
ing circles to share the fun. 

On the other side of tbe 
cathedral, exhibits in tbe 
Casa Fores, ooe of rhe city’s 
many museums, are likely 
to overflow into the Plaza 
del Rei (King’s Square), as 
they did early this spring 
when a bright orange cloth 
sun, suspended like an awn¬ 
ing in the middle of the 
square, tempted youthful 
photographers to lie on their 
hacks on the stnne pavement 
to have that sun in their 
pictures. 

Not far from there is the 
Gothic chapel of San Agueda. 
where Queen Isabella and 
King Ferdinand received 
Columbus, and rhe heathen 
Indians whom he presented 
to rhem as a curiosity, on 
his return from his first 
voyage to America. Taking 
no. chances, the Catholic 
monarchy had the Indians 
baptized immediately m the 
cathedral. 


A statue of Columbus 
stands on a tall pylon at 
the foot of the tree-luted 
Ramblas boulevard, dominat¬ 
ing the port. ® ut > * or 
obscure reasons, he seems 
to be pointing south rather 
than west. A replica of one 
of his caravels is perma¬ 
nently moored at the dock 
beneath his feet, and it 
serves as a floating museum 

_quire often m the shadow 

of a modern warship from 
America’s Sixth Fleet. 


The Ramblas, a broad 
boulevard with a wide cen¬ 
tre pavement for pedestrians, 
stretches from rhe port north¬ 
west. On Sundays. Bower 
stalls frame the Ramblas 
with patches of red, yellow 
and green. A river of hum¬ 
anity screams around huck¬ 
sters, preaching political zea¬ 
lots, news-stands, and stalls 
full of squawking, bright- 
coloured birds. Little boys 
and girls run perilously bet¬ 
ween drink-laden tables in a 
sidewalk cafd. 


Most museums are open on 
Sunday mornings, and there 
are enough good museums in 
Barcelona to fill up a year of 
Sundays. One of the outstand¬ 
ing ones is the Picasso Mus¬ 
eum, inside a rather sombre 


old building .oh Moncada 
Street. Many of the early 
canvases of the master, pain¬ 
ted when be lived m Barce- 
Iona* are on display here- 

A short walk ifenough 
mostly shady narrow streets 
kads to an open-air art mar¬ 
ket where painters and cera¬ 
mists show their work, ako 
on Sunday mornings, in tbe 
San Jose Oriol Plaza. There, 
are no Picassos here, but 
there might be a master¬ 
piece of a future Picasso wnh 
a price Wbirft depends on tie- 
buyer’s bargaining ability. 
For hobbyists, mere is a 
weekly open-air stamp and 
coin market at tbe Plaza 
Real. 

Not all Barcelona’s archi¬ 
tectural gems -are very old. 
Tbe still unfinished Temple 
of obe Holy Family, the 
master work of Barcelona’s 
famous and unorthodox 
architect, Antonio. Gaudi, 
may still be being built in 
the next century. Other 
Gaudf buildings are scatter¬ 
ed throughout-the city, and 
young people clamber over 
his brightly coloured 
mosaic creations in Guell 
Park. 

Barcelona has several 
big parks,- a good zoo, two 
bullnogs, two first-division

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In the 1940s. when those 
who spoke Castilian occupied

Under the dictatorship this 
abbey, as well as other 
abbeys and churches through 
out the land of Catalonia, 
served ax a meeting place and 
refuge for those who wene 
committed to the struggle for 
democracy. The church is 
still involved in efforts to 
right injustices. 

“ Human rights are not yet 
fully respected in Spain ”, 
one prominent Catalan man 
of the cloth insisted. “ I have 
intervened privately, never 
publicly, with the authorities 1 
in a few cases. Other mem¬ 
bers of the church have done 
the same. There are still 
dear cases of police torture. 
Some of us have become 
aware of how some people 
have been turned into psy¬ 
chological wrecks. 

"It leaves a very bad taste 
in my mouth ”, he added, 
“ when the politicians keep 
quiet about such abuses. 

“This democracy is still 
quite weak. The new men¬ 
tality of the church in Cata¬ 
lonia is to be present in the 
real life of the land, in tbe 
society as it is.”

All is to do again. Mr Trudeau 
has promised to call a fresh con¬ 
ference- in deference to a No 
vote. During the campaign he 
made further cosmetif conces¬ 
sions to Quebec nationalism, 
which the English speaking 
Canadians were then frightened 
enough not to challenge, over 
the national anthem and such¬ 
like. But the real problem, as 
always, and as in all federations, 
is the division of powers and 
jurisdictions; and no matter 
wbat politicians mav * say, the 
resistance of the federal estab¬ 
lishment is a real obstacle. But 
so too is the inability of Can¬ 
adians to grasp that a high 
degree of autonomy for the 
provinces implies different 
standards of welfare as between 
provinces. Mr Levesque’s logic 
accepted that Quebec’s standards 
could fall as the price of real 
independence. But his electorate 
jibbed, and hence the invention 


of sovereignty-association that 
was to give the best of both 
worlds. -Even so fears about a 
drop in material standards seem 
to have swung vote’s in a cam- 
. paign which began with the 
opinion polls predicting a win 
for the sovereignty-association. 

It is certainly too soon to write 
the PQ’s. or Mr Levesque’s, 
political obituary. Mr Levesque 
retains, at least, tbe 41 per cent 
electoral support which (on tbe 
first-past-the-post principle) gave 
him office in 1976. That support 
is young, ardent, and increasingly 
left wing. He must now decide 
whether a reaction in his favour 
will permit an early election, or 
if he should hold on,-in which 
case, under the rules, no new 
referendum can be called until 
late 1981. His tactic-is to watch 
rbe constitutional talks, and 
deny the initiative to Mr Claude 
Ryan, whose personal victory tbe 
referendum is. Mr Ryan, while 
supporting a form of federalism, 
bas proposals for its decentrali¬ 
zation which fall only just short 
Of sovereignty-association. 

It has to be seen if Mr 
Levesque, building on his pre¬ 
decessors’ work, has already 
given Quebecers so much of what 
they want ft chez nous ” that they 
calculate that full citizenship of 
Canada with access to all its 
opportunities is worth more 
on balance than any putative 
additions to their provincial 
prospects that sovereignty associ¬ 
ation could add. It is for Mr 
Trudeau and the other pro¬ 
vincial premiers (now all too 
liable to relapse into provin¬ 
cialism) to reinforce this con¬ 
viction.

leftists. 

General Chun and his col¬ 
leagues have excused their 
repression by allegations about 
the communists in North Korea: 
either the communists are behind 
the demonstrators or they intend 
to take advantage of the disturb¬ 
ances, some of which have been 
considerable. American military 
intelligence offers no support to 
these charges. The cry has so 
often been used in the past that 
General Chun will not find many 
outsiders to respond. He may not 
get much response from Koreans 
either. 

If one looks back over the 
transformation of the Korean 
economy since Syngman Rhee’s 
downfall in I960—at the hands 
of student demonstrators, it may 
be recalled—it is justifiable to 
assume that a far better educated 
and politically conscious public 
exists now than did then. Can 
they accept another military 
dictatorship in the guise of a 
military prime minister and 
cabinet ? One would hope not, 
while admitting that the pros¬ 
pect for Korea’s political take¬ 
off into some kind of representa¬ 
tive government still looks 
fairly dim. Totalitarian habits 
going back fifteen hundred 
years are not so easily sloughed 
off.

The fact, however, is that these 
processes are inherently infla¬ 
tionary in themselves. 

Comparability, in the nature of 
things, always produces recom¬ 
mendations for levelling up, 
never for levelling down. Each 
group of workers seeks to restore 
comparability not at some com¬ 
mon point of time in the past, 
but with the point when it was 
enjoying its own relative advan¬ 
tage over others. Negotiators 
demand the restoration of com¬ 
parable earnings, or tbe restora¬ 
tion of real earning power, 
whichever is the higher. And so 
on. 

For the moment the Govern¬ 
ment has no option but to put 
aside notions of comparability 
with the private sector and pay 
research and base its position as 
the employer in wage negotia¬ 
tions on a decision about what, 
in the name of the taxpayer, it 
is prepared to pay by way of 
increase. Its entire economic 
strategy depends of incomes 
rising by less than prices over 
the next year and more, if the 
rate of inflation is to be reduced. 
It must be prepared to set an 
example jn tbe public sector, 
wberc it has direct control, 
rather than to allow, as over the 
past year, the public sector itself 
to be the main engine of a wage 
explosion.

An Arab’s view of London

Sir, Pat Arrowstoith ’5 article (May 
15) demands that the Army be 
withdrawn from Northern Ireland, 
On the face of it this demand 
Springs from a concern for M human 
rights ” there. Euc although a cata¬ 
logue is given of Army excesses— 
true or untrue, I don’t know—^there 
is no mention whatsover of punish¬ 
ments or executions carried out 
(and publicly admitted) by the 
IRA. Given that the latter are sure 
to continue and increase i£ the 
Army leaves, it is surely incumbent 
upon someone who purports to base 
policy on a concern for <( human 
rights” to take am account the 
activities of the JRA. 

In any case, Pat Arrowsmirh's 
real objective is not just the with¬ 
drawal of rhe Army btst, as the 
final sentence of her article admits, 
“ British withdrawal from Ireland ” 
(which is how the IRA also formu¬ 
late their objective). Precisely what 
is meant by this objective is nor 
stated. There are considerably more 
than a million British people in 
Northern Ireland. Are they to 
“ withdraw ” and if so to where ? 
Are they to emulate the Viet¬ 
namese boat people? 

Perhaps that is not what Pat 
Arrows mi th has in mind. Perhaps 
she merely wants Northers Ireland 
to be expelled from the United 
Kingdom. I use the word ** ex¬ 
pelled” advisedly since the whole 
Protestant community and at least 
half the Catholic community wish 
Northern Ireland to remain in the 
United Kingdom. If that is what 
Pat Arrowsmith -wants, she should 
have the honesty to say so. How¬ 
ever, I can see no circumstances in 
which Parliament would legislate 
to expel Northern Ireland. 

It should be noted that if this 
happened it can be guaranteed that 
"human rights * 1 would be under 
greater threat in Northern Ireland 
than they are at the moment. 
Furthermore such a step .will not 
lead to a united Ireland. Hie most 
likely outcome, after civil war and 
re-partition, is the establishment of 
a smaller, more homogeneously 
Protestant state in the north-east 
corner of Ireland. Indeed if a 
united Ireland is the desired ob¬ 
jective, far from removing the 
Army forthwith, it should be re¬ 
tained in order tn put down resist¬ 
ance in Northern Ireland to a 
united Ireland (always assuming it 
could be persuaded to do so). 

Currently the Irish Government, 
the Social Democratic and Labour 
Party and some members of the 
Parliamentary Labour Parry, 
amongst others, are demanding that 
the Government “ withdraw the 
guarantee to Unionists”, that is, 
the commitment (enshrined in tbe 
1973 Constitution Act) that 
Northern Ireland shall remain part 
of the United Kingdom as long as 
a majority of its people so wish. 
Now the 1973 Constitution Act 
could be amended; the Govern¬ 
ment could cease repeating the 
commitment contained within it. 
But although this would increase 
political uncertainty in Northern 
Ireland (and therefore the danger 
to life and limb), it would not 
change the political realities there : 
an overwhelming majority would 
still wish to remain in the United 
Kingdom and, if Northern Ireland 
is to be excluded from the United 
Kingdom, Parliament would stiU 
have to legislate for its expulsion.

Council for Higher Education Over¬ 
seas (the IUC). For many years the 
TUC has, under British university, 
and nowadays abo polytechnic 
management, run most of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s aid programme in the 
field of higher education for it- It 
has done so. without the fact ever 
being questioned, most economic¬ 
ally, effectively and wholly 
acceptably to die developing world. 

Its sin, in the eyes of the Over¬ 
seas Development Administration, 
is that it works, admittedly within 
a clear policy and financial frame¬ 
work laid down by rhe Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office and the ODA, 
on a direct partnership basis with 
the key overseas universities with 
which it is allowed to deal, rather 
than through _ governmental chan¬ 
nels of considerable length and 
unreliability favoured by ODA and 
practised by the British Council 
when they are operating as ODA’s 
agents in" educational aid matters. 

The IUC's work, it is told, must 
be K rationalized or Pliatzky the 
bogyman may be cross. No tv we 
know the truth about Pliairkv we 
trill be able to sleep better at nights. 
Whar are long overdue are quite 
minor adjustments to existing over¬ 
lapping responsibilities for aid 
operations in the whole field of 
higher education, research and in¬ 
tellectual collaboration with _ the 
developing world and a critical 
look at current aid and collabora¬ 
tion methodologies in this field. 
But let us leave good things alone 
and perpetrate no nonseises.

Somali refugee crisis

Infant morta¬ 
lity is now rising and, according to 
a BBC observer (Mr Clem VaJlancc) 
has now reached 20 per day in one

Food, tools, seed and water sup¬ 
ply equipment are urgently needed. 
Aid from United Nations and EEC 
is late being delivered- and the 
situation is how becoming worse 
due to - a drought iu Northern 
Somalia (formerly tbe Somaliland

Sir, Your Education Correspondent 
presented on May lfi a most disturb: 
■ing and gloomy report l" Plans to 
reexamine specifications for social 
sciences PhD”). If the facts of the 
' Social Science Research Council’s 
stance, or in particular that of Mr 
Michael Posner, are correct, then 
fundamental academic freedom is 
bring openly threatened. Not fnr 
the first time, of course; but in 
this instance, as if there were some 
kind of logic in so doing. 

The criteria reportedly called fnr 
are, without exaggeration, compa¬ 
tible only with a dictatorship; and 
Mr Posner ‘seems to be deliberately 
laying himself—or rather student? 

funded by die SSRC—at, ifie feet 
of the Government, pleading for a 
dictatorial attitude to be taken. 
There are rather too many people 
in government only too willing to 
assume such a role, as Mr Posner 
must know. To speak of die suc¬ 
cess of post-graduate research in 
terms of a time and money ratio 
(economic logic, is this?) is to 
speak nonsense, dangerous nonsense; 
The purpose of free academic re«. 
search is. or was. generally accep¬ 
ted to be the encouragement nC 
original contributions ro our know¬ 
ledge. 

Tbe moment this simple bur vital 
definition is threatened, as at has 
been publicly threatened, we are alL 
in danger. It most not be allowed 
' to go unchallenged, this threat to! 
society by “ Social Science *\ 

A few generations of graduates- 
seriously engaged an work farmed 
out to them bv professors with per 
projects justifiable to a financial 
council will very probably see this 
society on a lit condition to expel 
some "eoumlent of the Master'of 
BaUioJ for discussing such 'ocvJJy 
irrelevant—and bejice. if Mr Pn>-.- 
n-er’s attitude prevails, politically 
subversive—subjects as Aristotelian 
ethics. Nannies will beget more 
nannies and the intellect will rest 
in peaces 

If a graduate has not the wit to 
know what he wants to research, he 
literally does not know his own 
mind and has no right tn a con¬ 
tinuing claim nn a university place. 
It is faT more heinous, however, 
(and this particular rot has already 
quietly set in) for a head of depart t 
raent to take advantage of this wit¬ 
lessness and make his students mere 
agents in the field, collecting infor¬ 
mation for his own projects. If the 
idea does nor originate in the 
student’s own brain the research 
is not original and the student con¬ 
cerned has no more right to a 
university doctorate than a plagia¬ 
rist has to the recognition accorded 
his victim. 

It is no good Mr Posner makint 
Social Studies a special case. A 
professor who cannot tell a brain 
from a cabbage would be best ad¬ 
vised, surely, to stay at home and 
cultivate his garden, whatever his 
Speciality. The professor who wil¬ 
fully fosters and sends forth from 
his university department cabbages 
into the social field is doing wrong, 
and so are his financial backers. 
For this is a moral issue. 

The jobless social science and 
other PhDs, and they are already 
numerous, are to be considered 
doctors of whose philosophy? If 
not of their own, then of tbe state ? 
And what is the result when die 
state, which paid for their 
researches, will not then employ 
these dunce-doctors bred on state 
cabbage farms ? We have already 
been warned of die consequences. , 
Failures of unrecognized st 2 ius 
make poor but irritating revolu - 1 
tionaries, aritatocs and, sometimes, 
defectors. Social change and pro¬ 
gress will no* result from adopting , 
I the Posneri posture. Let us remem - 1 
ber who we are and who we hope ' 
to be. Only the broadest spectrum 
nf free intellectual endeavour will 1 
ensure the future security of that !

! SIR VINCENT DE FERRANTI 


Influence in electrical engineering 


Sir Vincent tie Ferranti, MC, 
FLEE- chairman of Ferranti, 
Ltd., from 1930 to 1963 and m 
his dav a pacemaker in the 
electrical engineering industry, 
died on Mav 20 ar Lhe age of 
87. 

He had a clear, creative 
and incisive mind, a genuine 
feel for engineering problems 
and an eorhusiasra which car¬ 
ried everyone with hhn. 

Born on February 1G, 1833,. 
the second son of Dr Sebast¬ 
ian Ziani de Ferranti, FRS, 
founder of the company, and 
Gertrude Ruth Ince. He was 
educe red at jRepton and _ had 
his earlv engineering training 
with Yarrow and Company at 
Scotstoun, Like his elder 
brother Basil, who was _ killed 
in France, he served in the 
First World War in the Royal 
Engineers, distinguishing him¬ 
self ar Gallipoli, and was also 
awarded the Military Cross. 


Vincent took die longest poss¬ 
ible view in aH' Iris decisions 


His -father had established 
rhe Ferranti company having 
designed and built the world's 
first central power station at 
the age of 2 3and to him is 
due, more than to any other 
person, the standard practice 
under which electricity supply 
is universallv conducted. 


He was glad to have the 
help of his son returning from 
the war. Vincent Saw the op- 
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the war. Vincent Saw the op¬ 
portunities bur had also seen 
a receiver manager appointed 
to the company- in 1903 so he 
well understood the financial 
risks in advanced engineering. 
However after his father’s 
death in 1930 he achieved 
control of the company and 
from then on devoted all his 
abilities to ensure its success. 


and while committed to ad¬ 
vanced engineering still man¬ 
aged to see to it that the com¬ 
pany retained. Its financial 
stability. • 

It was his particular ability 
to attract a team of engineers 
whose skil ls were on the fron¬ 
tiers of known, electronic and 
mechaimcal knowledge. He 
gave thi»ni an environment of 
great freedom and encourage¬ 
ment so that the company’s 
cimtriiRrtian in many of these 

fields has remained out of. all 

proportion to its resources. 

He was loved and remem¬ 
bered for his particular style 
of management in which, be¬ 
cause he owned over half the 
equity, be 1 was able to take 
unusual and often successful 
decisions. 

He became chairman arid 
managing director in 19350 after 
the death of bis father, and re¬ 
mained as managing director 
until 1958. and as chairman 
until his retirement from the 
company m 1963. 

As a member of the Reserve 
of OfEicers he was recalled 
before the start of the Second 
World War and served in 
France, commanding a field 
company. He was directed back 
to Ferrantis in 1940 -and used 
all his energy in the develop¬ 
ment and production of defence 
electronics, artillery fuzes, 
radar, fire control and naviga¬ 
tional-equipment. 

After the war he again or¬ 
ganized the company's engineer¬ 
ing capabilities, and matched it 
with a.sales organization which 
reestablished the company’s 


position, particularly in . 
transformer export field. 

Experiments on n high an, 
transformers derived from 
father’s work on the electric 
meters voltage coil led hha £. 
the early radio and televis 
business, and later war-time 
velopment of radar, micros 
valves, and post-war work 
computers, semi-conductors;

Brigadier Sir Christopher 
Peto, Bt, DSO, Conseryariye MP 
for the Barnstaple division of 
Devon from 1945 to 1955 died 
on May 19 at the age of 83. 

The second son of Sir Basil 
Peto, First Baronet, he was 
bom on February 19, 3897, and 
educated at Harrow. He suc¬ 
ceeded his eider brother, 
Lieutenant- Colonel Sir Michael 
Peto, second baronet, in 1971. 

He was commissioned from 
Sandhurst into the 9th Lancers 
in August, 1915, and saw action 
in the battles of the Somme and 
Cambrai. During the German 
offensive of March, 1918, he 
was severely wounded in a 
lung, and was subsequently 
mentioned in despatches. 

In 1920, Peto wenc with his 
regiment to Ireland when the 
troubles were at their height. 
His troop captured Sean 
McEoin. the famous “ Black¬ 
smith of BalinaJee ”, who later 
became Vice-President o£ the 
republic. 

In 1933 he became an instruc¬ 
tor at Weedon Equitation 
School. From this base he rode 
many point-to-point winners 
and enjoyed several seasons - 


bunting with some of the best 

? acks in England. Iji 1938 
eto gained command of bia 
regiment and his first task was 
to oversee its mechanization. 

In May, 1940, he took the 9th 
Lancers to France, where it 
came under the command of 
the 51st Highland Division. He 
served with great gallantry in 
the Battle of France, being 
badly wouaded in June, 1940, 
and was evacuated from Saint 
Nazaire. As a result of this 
action he was awarded the 
DSO. He became Chief Liaison 
Officer to Allied Contingents, 
on the staff of F. M. Viscount 
Montgomery of Alamein. Dur- 
ihg this -war he was mentioned 
in despatches three times, and 
was awarded the Legion of 
Honour and several other 
foreign decorations. He was a 
Deputy Lieutenant for. Devon 
and later for Wiltshire. He 
served on the Wiltshire.County 
Council and was High Sheriff 
of Wiltshire in 19S6. 

Jn 1935 he married Barbara 
Close, younger daughter of 
E. T. Close. They had two sons 
and one daughter. The elder 
son*. Michael, succeeds to.the

A correspondent writes: 

An announcement of the 
death at Taunton last month 
of Delia Wysard fnee Mason) 
in her lOOch year evoked no 
public comment, for tbe reason 
that ail her stage contempo¬ 
raries must have predeceased 
her. She was surely the very 
last link with the fabulous 
George Edwardes, and the hey¬ 
day of English Musical Comedy 
—in which she enjoyed a 
curiously meteoric career. 

Bom in September 1SS0 in 
Coventry of a noted musical 
family, Delia Mason, then aged 
J8, won an open scholarship 
at the RCM for her singing of 
rhe Queen of the Night aria 
from The Magic Flute, a sub¬ 
ject the RCM had long set its 
heart on staging at the Lyceum, 
and which it proceeded to do 
the following year to favour¬ 
able press comment. 

In 1902. entering her fifth 
year of singing and piano 
studies at the RCM. and with 
vocal chords set on Paris. Rome 
and opera, Delia Mason fell for 
a more tempting, more im¬ 
mediate future. George Ed- 
ivardes had just opened success¬ 
fully Three Little Maids, a new 
Paul Rubens musical comedy 
at the Apollo: but- when one 
of the cast's leading stars. Edna 
May (The Belle of New York), 
was urgently required else¬ 
where, the offer of her part 
together with a highly generous 
five-year contract was insinua- 
icd into Alexandra House (The 
Ladies’ Annex of the RCM), 
and accepted. The RCM was 
aghast as were Delia Mason's 
parent.'.. 

Transferred to The Prince nf 
Wales Theatre, Three Little 


Maids completed a year's nm 
before the entire company em¬ 
barked on the White Star’s 
RMS Teutonic for New York 
and Daly’s under Charles 
Frohtnan’s wing. Rapturously 
received, a grand tour of the 
States ensued ending in San 
Francisco (before the earth : 
quake). From there the Com¬ 
pany embarked for Australia, 
with two additional musical 
plays to rehearse on board— 
Kitty Grey and The Girl from 
Kay's in which Delia Mason 
played Edith the Baroness do 
Troque, and Nora respectively. 

After triumphs in Melbourne, 
Adelaide and Sydney, the Com¬ 
pany sailed back to England 
and three weeks' rehearsal nf 
Paul Rubens’s Lady Madcap 
before its opening at The 
Prince of Wales, where it ran 
for the next 18 months: 

By now, Delia Mason was 
getting rhe Full-star .treatment 
nf thqse days: fan clubs, pic¬ 
ture postcards by the score, 
some grouped in montage with 
Lily Elsie, Gabrielle Ray, Gertie 
Miller. Isobel Jay, Zena Dare; 
photographs on chocolate-box 
lids. She also recorded songs 
for the Gramophone Co. But 
she still kept her feet on tiic 
ground. She- frequently ap¬ 
peared. by permission of 
George Edwardes Esq, ai rhe 
Eechstein Halt singing Grieg, 
and Brabms and Saint-Saens in 
support nf the Grimson String 
Ouartet in which her brother, 
Edward Mason was ’cellist. 

In 1905, she married Mr 
Walter Wysard, youngest son 
of the Revd A. P. Wysard, and 
retired from tiic stage to 
Church Cottage,. Pangbourne.

As. a former 
partisan who remained close to 
Thro he had the status for the 
job of putting into effect the 
Belgrade declaration of 1955, 
which was supposed to restore 
relations between the two coun¬ 
tries after the breach of 1948. 
More than half accepted into 
the couTT i of Mr Khrushchev he 
had acquired an unusually ino¬ 
rnate view of a period which 
included the aftermath of Mr 
Khrushchev’s denunciation of 
Stalin, nhe invasion of Hungary, 
the purging of Mr Khrushchev’s 
opponents, and the shifting 
battle to re-define relations with 
Yugoslavia. His perceptive 
book, with its frank-comments 
on the Russians, was a sensation 
in Yugoslavia and has acquired 
the status of an historical source 
for western scholars. 

It also illuminates the pre¬ 
sent day. The Soviet leaders 
stiH worry, as they did then, 


about western influence in 
eastern Europe. They still feel 
that the need to be strong, or 
to appear so. is of prime a im¬ 
portance. (The Russaons.believe 
that conciliatory attitudes are a 
sign of weakness, says Mr 
Mkunovic.) And they are still 
ambivalent about Yugoslavia, 
half friendly and half threaten¬ 
ing and never aide’ to come to 
terms with the idea of a com¬ 
munist country that _ will not 
acknowledge the primacy of 
Moscow. 

Mr Micunovic shows that the 
reconciliation of 1955 was in 
some ways deceptive from the 
beginning. Not that Mr 

Khrushchev was insincere about 
going to Belgrade to undo the 
work of Stalin. He was realistic 
enough to see that the breach 
with Yugoslavia had been 

foolish and had merely strength¬ 
ened Tito’s defiance. Bur 

neither he nor his colleagues 
knew how to go on from there. 
There is a chilling account in 
the book of Mr Suslov angrily 
denouncing the draft pro¬ 

gramme of the Yugoslav party. 
This moves Mr Micunovic to 
reflect that "when it comes to 
a conversation with Mr Suslov, 
all possibility of agreement be¬ 
tween Yugoslavs and Russians 
is excluded”. It is hardly neces¬ 
sary to point out that Mr Suslnv 
is still a leading figure in the 
Politburo today.

deed. Her fault for me is in 
knowing her country and her 
eccentrics too well like some¬ 
body who never stops talking 
Indian grocer. In her indul¬ 
gences she errs towards 
realism and away from natura¬ 
lism. 

Not really a novel and cer¬ 
tainly not the truth. I should 
hope, stands this week’s 
valiant English contender—. 
Denys Val Baker with As The 
Stream Flows—a chronicle 
of alleged life in Cornwall. I 
warmed towards the author in 
the end. After all there are 
people who still use twee dries 
and there are many nice folk 
who call their daughter names 
like Demelza for calling across 
Hampstead Ponds and their 
boat Sanu, who eat wholemeal 
bread and never peel their 
cucumber, men who wear 
khaki shorts and smoke pipes. 
But if I broke down outside 
tbeir front gate I bet I would 
have a more memorable cup of 
tea than anything I might get 
from John Updike.

There are few things quite so 
comforting as a dull book. It 
layeth aside envie, provoked! 
charitie. and may be relied on 
not to bound at a man. Sidney 
Smith murmured, “In travell¬ 
ing through a flat book we see

Bor it is a great pity that it 
should be -this book. A small 
photograph bas stayed with me 
since adolescence when Dr 
James first frightened tbe 
pants off me. It is of an 
elderly man in rimless glasses, 
white-haired, a neat self-con¬ 
tained face. But I found it 
even more frightening than the 
stories. There is a sleekness 
about it. in the way the full 
lips are held, the way the eyes 
glitter, that hints at secrets 
withheld and enjoyed. 

That is the real trouble with 
the book. On his 426ch and last- 

S age Dr Pfaff politely shows 
is hands: “ The core of 

MRJ’s personality seems by 
now to be impenetrable.” 
Precty rum, that, in a biogra¬ 
pher : it is as if someone, after 
writing 500 pages about Rus¬ 
sian air-fields, admits that he 
did not actually get to see one. 

So Dr James remains a 
bulky presence in committee.- 
rooms, a pale hand fluttering 
over old manuscripts, a genial 
visitor to the Eton Scout camp. 
We knew be is real forwe can 
see the outline of Ms body 
under the academic honours 
that fell on him all his life, 
lightly as snow. M. R. James 
would probably have enjoyed 
his biography. 

Reticence,' he counselled 
once, was the key to good 
ghost-story wi-iting, the Hop¬ 
ping thing, the hint of bone in 
the footprint. But he carried 


it over into his private life. 
When he came to write his 
memoirs be found himself un¬ 
able to mention his friends by 
name. When he became guard¬ 
ian to a friend's daughter he 
did not call her mother by her 
Christian name for 10 years. It 
was his one friendship with a 
grown woman, Dr Pfaff notes 
in passing. 

Dr James, he says in another 
aside, did not grow up until he 
left Cambridge in' his 50s. And 
even then it was to go Back to 
bis old school, Eton, as Pro¬ 
vost. Such asides leave ore 
with the impression that the 
biographer had come on an oki 
cupboard, opened it and then 
hastily locked it again because 
of what he had seen there in 
the half light. But perhaps that 
is the influence of the ghost 
stories. 

He was certainly popular 
among his male friends, with 
whom he went on cycling holi¬ 
days. The notorious Oscar 
Browning is credited with the 
remark that James hated 
thought- ’He certainly hated 
teaching and, like some of his 
creations, spent much of his 
time cataloguing manuscripts 
and nosing among wayward 
Apocryphal texts. There was 
much orthodoxy in him but he 
evaded delicately the holy 
orders that would normally 
have been a feature of his aca¬ 
demic positions. In Cambridge 
he whs something of a reac¬ 
tionary, campaigning for com¬ 
pulsory Greek and opposing 
degrees for women. 

He showed little interest in 
the world outside the libraries. 
His guardian’s mother coun¬ 
selled him to weigh seven 
books if he wished to know 
the little giri’s weight. H* com¬ 
plained bitterly that the House 
of Commons showed ntore in¬ 
terest in Irish Home Rule than 
in keeping manuscript collec¬ 
tions in Britain. He was Direc¬ 
tor of the FitzwilJiam 
Museum: of his tenure of 


office his successor wrote. “He 
just -looked in occasionally to 
see if there were any letters.” 

At Eton tbe boys who met 
him loved the casual airiness of 
the eighteenth century that he 
dispensed, so far removed, as 
John Lehmann wroae, from the 
competition and tribalism of a 
public school. It was a busy 
life: Provost of Kings, Vice- 
Chancellor of Cambridge, Pro¬ 
vost of Eton, Trustee of ihe 
British Museum. And during 
the general strike he was 
enrolled as a special constable 
(an appointment that had them 
falling over in the comity) n 

rooms of .E ton). 

This is the James the world 
knew. Ir serves as a back¬ 
ground for many of the stories, 
for that cosy show of learning 
which is so terrifying, espe¬ 
cially when coupled with the 
author’s seemingly earnest 
desire not. to shock. Once or 
twice you do hear-'the wheels 
as the horror is trundled for¬ 
ward,' but not often. You have 
om-Iv to ' read one of those 
anthologies' of . ghost-stories 
that .were so popular in the 
thirties to appreciate his art. 

Occasionally one catches a 
whiff of the other James in 
the public man as when he 
mokes one of his cold little 
jokes: “We went out on rhe 
roof of my clock tower in the 
dark and I was glad none (of 
tbe choir-boys) fell over.” 
When he received his OM his 
old nurse wrote “I hope you 
will soon gain the respect of 
young people and fill the little 
love-spot-.in your life”.. What 
she meant by that you will not 
find io this book. • . 

None of the several portraits 
Of MJR.J. _ is regarded as 
entirely satisfactory, wrote Dr 
Pfaff. One feels for Him 
because it was an impossible 
task from the beginning. The 
sleek face keeps its secrets.

The Reward Game 
By Gerald Hammond 

( Macmillan, £530) 

We crime fans need our regular 
supply of new drugs. So it’s 
comforting indeed to find with 
Gerald Htunmond’s second 
crime story—he has written 
other novels—what looks like a 
potentially steady supply of the 
right stuff. He has an excellent 
hero, a poacher turned gun¬ 
smith. someone able to satisfy 
two important needs. First, as 
a defier of convention and a 
few laws, he appeals to that 
resentment we all feet however 
deeply buried, at the rules 
society necessarily imposes. 
Second, bis man is a hunter, 
and as Dickens himself once 
said, “there is a passion for 
hunting something deeply im¬ 
planted in the human breast . 
To wbich one migbr add that a 
hunter seen from inside of 
behind is somehow always on 
the side of the good. 

Next, Hammond has an ex¬ 
cellent setting, the countryside 

of the Scottish Lowlands, which 
he plainly knows, inside-out and 
loves deep inside. To all this, in 
the present instance he has 
added a plot-idea of delicious 
gruesomeness, a body into 
which has been discharged 
from an andent pistol a for¬ 
tune in diamonds. So it’s tally- 
ho among a good selection of 
rivals. 

Here, regretfully, a bit of a 
caveat. Though the tale is well 
told and the writing pleasantly 
easy throughout. I felt the 
beauty of the idea got some¬ 
what lost in a clutter of side, 
issues- And oh dear, to meet 
Mr Galloway. Mr Gulliver and 
Mr Gilchrist within a few pages 
is making things unnecessarily 
difficult. But, nevfiT mind, the 
omens are spiffing.

Dunkirk: The Necessary Myth, 
by Nicholas Hannan. (Hodder 
Stoughton, £735) Nicholas 
Hannan is an admirable 
journalist, but his iavesdgacivc 
art. is not at ease in this helatcd 
and, some may think, largely 
otiose nmdblick over the Dun¬ 
kirk evacuation. The “myths" 
he seeks to destroy mainly eva¬ 
porated long ago. As in roost 
retreats tbe rag-tag of the 
British army disgraced them¬ 
selves: the contribution of 
the “ little ships ” was more 
of a marvellous gesture than a 
massive Jife-saver. In seeking to 
cut Lord Gort down so size he 
totally misreads the military 
necessity which forced him to 
withdraw—nor does he eluci¬ 
date how Weygand’s “army' of 
counter-attack ”, without which 
BEF was doomed, existed 
only “in Weygand’s bead and in 
French propaganda. He does 
abolish one persistent myth: 
the Belgians did not rat, and 
the British were utterly unjusti¬ 
fied in their contempt. Voltaire 
may have been right to observe 
that “ details are vermin which 
destroy., grear works ”: _ but it 
does help if the details are 
accurate. _

London Particulars 
By C H. Ralph 

( Oxford, £6.95 ) 

London was once the flower of 
cities all. Now, walking per¬ 
haps through Piccadilly Circus 
and up Shaftesbury Avenue, 
anyone over 50 might feel in¬ 
clined to lament and say that 
tbe flower has wilted and 
flopped, with no remedy at 
hand less drastic than dead¬ 
heading. 

0. H. Rolph, a Londoner all 
his life and now well into his 
seventies, might not go along 
with this, because he is, I sus¬ 
pect, a believer in the proposi¬ 
tion that reform can always 
do the trick if you give 
it a chance, and that it is 
the system, not man, that 
keeps on getting in the way of 
the onward and upward march. 

In London Particulars 
though, a most enjoyable book 
especially for those nearing or 
past pensionable age, he looks 
not ahead but steadfastly back¬ 
ward at die Edwardian London 
he grew up in; when time did 
not hurry by, when stability 
was something you could 
reckon.- on, when young City 
clerks parted their hair and 
behaved. at least when 
observed, with a decorum sub¬ 
dued and subfuse enough rd 
suspend disbelief. 

The memoirs in fact stop In 
his sixteenth year, at' the jubi¬ 
lations of November, 1918, 
which were not as priapic, he 
suggests, as the historian A. J. 
P. Taylor has claimed that they 
were. Rolph waves goodbye to 
his young self ( as he sets off 
‘‘into the mercifully un¬ 
known”, and leaves his 
readers hopeful that he will 

not leave it at that. On the 
General Strike, or on the panic 
of 1931, he would make good 
reading. 

The picture on the jacket 
shows the Fulbam Palace Road 
about 1900-—a bit before 

Rolph’s period of course; but

I m port an t changes hi fee-fighting 
methods, including requiring officers not 
to commit their men inside a fire unless 
there is a serious risk to life or property 
of value, are likely as a result of the 
growing impact on the fire service of the 
Health and Safety at Work Act 

Although the report, into a ship fire 
in docks at Poplar, east London, which 
led to the death of leading fireman 
Stephen Maynard, aged 27, in January, 
remains confidential, it is thought to nose 
serious questions about brigade equipment 
and procedures, some of which may be 
made public at the resumed inquest on 
Mr Maynard today. These seem certain 
CO increase the controversy about the 
effect of the Act on the fire service in 
general 

The rimes inquiries have shown that 
the critics’ fears are not without 
foundation. Arrangements for polking the 
Act have led to confusion and tensions 
and continue to produce what some fire¬ 
men regard as double-standards of safety 
between fire station premises end fire 
operations. 

Increased safely awareness within fire 
brigade unions, now reinforced by 
legislation, is also resulting in what many 
view as long-overdue reforms. Opponents, 
however, argue that the Act has led to a 
widespread loss of confidence among 
officers who feed inhabited about taking 
the rapid decisions necessary at fires 
because they fear this may render them 
individually vulnerable to criticism or j 
even prosecution for wilfully neglecting 
their men’s safety. 

The likely effect on the fire service can 
be gauged from the fact that the London 
brigade, where many of these issues have 
emerged and which has been prominent 
among authorities calling for exemption, is 
paradoxically the most advanced of any 
in implementing the Act and last year was 
the first brigade to win a British Safety 
at Work Trust award. 

Yet the London brigade has also been 
criticized by two long-service firemen for 
neglecting nreground safety while “ molly¬ 
coddling ” men on station premises. Their 
criticisms centre on what they view as 
outmoded equipment and inadequate 
training. 

Such apparent double standards result 
in part from the ad hoc joint policing 
arrangements introduced for the service 
in 1978, under which the Home Office fire 
sendees inspectorate and the Central Fire 
Brigades Advisory Council were established 
effectively as the n lead ” authorities for 
operations and training, and the Health 


and Safety Executive for premises, although 
the latter retained its overall enforcement 
responsibility. Within horn of coming into 
. effect, these were tested by the death of 
fireman Stephen Neill, aged 24, during a 
wall collapse at a warehouse fire in St 
Pancras. 

The brigade was immediately faced with 
what one officer describes as a '‘carte 
blanche" request from the Fire Brigades' 
Union for confidential documents on the 
incident nnder the Act’s requirements far 
disclosure of information. It rejected the 
request and was criticized for this by the 
factory inspector. The latter’s questioning 
of the safety of operational procedures 
during the incident later led semor officers 
to express concern about the naivety of 
the inspectorate in fire service matters, 
and there remains a strong view tthat the 
joint arrangements are unsatisfactory and 
a recipe for ill-informed and officious 
interference. 


Several of the issues raised by the 
inspector, however, were reflected in a 
revised brigade order and new operational 
note based on the St Pan eras fire issued 
in June last year; this replaced a seven- 
year-old order and outlined the duties of 
commanding officers.

The note and order contained a large 
section devoted to the functions of the 
newly-titled safety officers at fires, detail¬ 
ing, for example, their right to order 
evacuations and their duty to check on 
possible building collapses. It also expan¬ 
ded instructions on changes in command; 
the inspector had cited union criticism 
that lack of procedures used in other 
brigades for identifying the commanding 
officer led to confusion and contradictory 
orders. 

The effect on procedures is likely to be 
carried feather as a result of the unions' 
investigation into the death of Mr May¬ 
nard, conducted with the benefit of brigade 
documents. As well as specific questioning 
of equipment such as gloves, breathing 


apparatus and the distress signal unit, it is 
believed to suggest the introduction of an 
evacuation signal known as the thunderer 
whistle. This has not been adopted in 
London despite a Home Office recommen¬ 
dation. The investigation is also reported to 
suggest that firemen should immediately 
withdraw if fouling of their face masks 
prevents them from reading the contents 
gauge of their compressed air tanks: a 
recommendation described as "totally 
unprecedented 

Equally significant is the idea, that fire¬ 
men, especially those wearing breathing 
apparatus, should not be committed if the 
threat » life or property does not merit it 
This stems in part-from the view of men 
present that the ship involved was a near- 
derelict : it bad caught alight a week 
before and last week, still undergoing con¬ 
version in a new berth, suffered a third 
blaze. This idea, according to one senior 
safety representative, runs counter to 
“years of conditioning”. 

Alleged breaches of safety procedures 
have recently led to industrial action in 
other brigades. In Dorset, for example, 
men worked to rule after they were told to 
pick up canisters suspected to contain 
arsenic trichloride washed up on beaches : 
the canisters, according to the union, were 
simply placed in polythene bags and tbe 
men did not wear protective suits or under-; 
go decontamination. 

In Dyfed, Wales, the union says that 
full-time firemen refused to mop up a 
spillage of a toxic isocyanate, which can 
cause serious hmg and eye damage, on 
the ground that they were inadequately 
protected. The brigade has denied tins. 
More than 30 people later required medi¬ 
cal attention. 

Although the Fire Brigade Union is con¬ 
sidering protesting to the Health mid 
Safely Executive over the Dyfed incident, 
doubts over the enforceability of safety 
procedures and over the willingness of the 
executive to prosecute, particularly in view 
of the joint policing arrangements, have 
prompted its recourse to industrial action, 
r According to Mr Dennis WilLmotr. Lon¬ 
don’s chief staff officer responsible For : 
health and safety, the Act bas helped to I 
improve industrial relations and left tin- ! 
changed an officer’s duty to safeguard bis 
men. If the " safety-first ” attitude had 
been translated into action, he says, Lon¬ 
don would have by now been turned into 
a " car-park ” whereas serious fve losses 
have instead been reduced. 

Tbe Act’s application to the fire service, 
however, remains in its infancy. The 
position of brigades lagging behind in its 
implements ton is likely to be brought into 
sharper focus next January when new | 
regulations requiring the reporting of 
accidents to the Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive are expected to come into effect.

Adventurous cooks know the 
irresistibility of making personal 
modifications to any recipe they 
try. They ran nor help them¬ 
selves. Marika Hanbury Tenison 
is such a cook and her sixteenth 
book, published today, should 
please other inveterate experi- 
1 menters. It has fresh ideas and 
; tastes in profusion, and clear 
instructions for those who 
prefer the reassurance of 
recipes they can follow to the 
letter. 

In Cooking with Vegetables 
(Jonathan Cape, £9.50) she 
gives a timely stimulus to 
everyone who wants to break 
away from meat and fish 
centred meals without swallow¬ 
ing whole the hardline vege¬ 
tarian package. “The last thing 
most of us want, 11 says Mrs 
Hanbury Tenison, “ is to have to . 
resign ourselves to a restricted | 
diet of vegetarianism and so I , 
devised a diet which, combining 
certain vegetables with meat, 
fish and poultry, could produce 
tiie flavour of the protein in¬ 
gredients without having to use 
the large quantities normally 
called for. As there is little 
starch and only small quantities 
of fat used in most of the 
recipes, they are also designed 
to promote a healthy and well- 
balanced pattern of eating. 

“The outline of Cooking with 
Vegetables was evolved while 
on holiday in Italy. I was finish¬ 
ing a cookery book on tradi¬ 
tional British food ; Robin, my 
explorer husband, was beginning 
a travel book; and our great 
friend John Miller, a Cornish 
artist, was painting tbe Italian 
landscape. It was autumn, the 
countryside was misty and magi¬ 


cal and the food we ate was 
local, fresh and breathtaking^ 
simple; we were relaxed, ful¬ 
filled and happy. 

“I told John my ideas for a 
new cookery book about the 
kind of food I had begun to 
evolve in my own. home but 
which I had’ not yet written 
about, food based on fresh in¬ 
gredients, with the emphasis 
on the magical versatility of 
good vegetables and the com¬ 
bined cuisines of the countries 
I bad visited all over the world. 
We decided to work on the 
book together; I grew the 
vegetables in my garden, John 
painted them while tbe dew 
was still fresh on their leaves 
and they came back, to the 
kitchen to he used for the two 
hundred original recipes that 
follow. Four seasons after out 
Italian holiday both the draw¬ 
ings and the recipes were com¬ 
pleted.” 

There is only room here to 
reproduce two of those original 
recipes. As home grown 
asparagus is now in season 
these are two I tried. Both are 
delicious, the fish especially 
so, though one would not, of 


course, want asparagus twice 
in one zneaL 


Chicken and asparagus soup

225g (Soz) asparagus _

Gradually 
add the chicken stock, sturiog 
continually until the soup comes 
to the boil and is thick and 

smooth. Add the vegetable 
puree to the soup base and mix 
well until thoroughly blended. 

I Add the chicken and simmer 
for two minutes if the chicken 
is already cooked or for about 
five minutes if it is raw. 

Beat the egg, yolks with the 
cream. Add the cream mixture 
to the soup and stir, without 
bailing, until the soup is hot 
through. Add tihe asparagus 
tips, season with salt, pepper 
and nutmeg and mix in the tar¬ 
ragon or savory. Thin the soup, 
if necessary, with a little extra 
chicken stock, milk or cream. 
Note: In tbe winter I serve 
this soup with a garnish of 
minute, crisply fried bread 
croutons ; in the summer I 
sometimes have it ice cold with 
a garnish of some flaked ami 

roasted almonds. 

Of the next recipe Marika 
Banbury Tenison says: 
“ Asparagus is so tender and 
delicate in both texture and 
flavour that it goes particu¬ 
larly well with rather bland 
ingredients such as white fish 
and chicken. This is an elegant 
and very delicious dish'; it can 
be served as a fairly substantial 
starter or -as a light main course 
for a summer’s day. Try to 
rescue the bones or the fish 
from your fishmonger.”

GBI reinforces 




immediate cut in 
interest rates

Industrialists are to increase 
pressure on Government in a 

bid to get interest rates re¬ 
duced. The 400-strong policy 
making council of the Confede¬ 
ration of British Industry yester¬ 
day reinforced a plea already 
made by CBI leaders to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer— 
that it is time that interest 
levels fall. 

The council’s view was that 
the money supply is now suf¬ 
ficiently under control for a 
drop in interest rates not to 
harm the national economic 
strategy. It endorsed the find¬ 
ings of recent surveys which. 
showed that many companies 
are encountering increasingly 
severe liquidity difficulties, with 
small organizations suffering 
the most. 

The council supported the 
tough line taken by Sir John 
Green borough who was elected 
deputy president yesterday hav¬ 
ing served for 21 years as pre¬ 
sident. 

Sir John, in a speech openly 
critical of the Government's 
economic policy, urged Sir Geof¬ 
frey Howe not to delay in alle¬ 
viating a major pressure point. 

The ourcome of the next pay 
round, and high, interest rates 
appear to be causing the great¬ 
est concern to industrialists at 
the moment.-CBI leaders includ¬ 
ing Sir Raymond Pennock, the 
newly-elected president, are ex¬ 
pected to meet Sir Geoffrey 
during the next few' weeks to 
find out the Government's plans 
to control pay in the tax depen¬ 
dent public services. 

In spite of- some individual 
reservations, the council alsn 
gave what Sir Raymond des¬ 
cribed as “ a fair degree of sup¬ 
port 7 * to-discussions with TllC 
representatives on the National. 
Economic Development Council 
about wages and productivity. 

While not necessarily advo¬ 
cating that the Clegg Commis¬ 
sion should be wound up, the 
CBI feels that the whole ques¬ 
tion of monitoring public sec¬ 
tor pay and comparability 
should be reexamined. The 
council yesterday expressed 
dissatisfaction about recent pay 
awards in the public sector. 
Their view was that private 
companies had done better in 
keeping pay within realistic 
boundaries in the current pay 
round.

CBI lead«ii-s are anxious to 
take Sir Geoffrey up on rhe 
commitment he made publicly 
at their annual dinner on Tues¬ 
day to ensure that the public 
sector plays its part in bringing 
rhe rate of pay increases down. 
They would like to be able rn 
relay details of the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposed strategy when 
they meet members to discuss 
pay at a series of special con¬ 
ferences next month in the 
hope that it will strengthen pri¬ 
vate sector negotiators' resolve 
not to make unduly high settle¬ 
ments. 

Industrialists generally re¬ 
gard the next few monrbs with 
extreme pessimism. They are 
worried that, unless stringent 
economies are made, many 
firms will suffer irrevocable 
damage. 

Savings are being sought 
from all quarters, including 
local government rates. The 
CBI council urged members to 
encourage senior staff to parti¬ 
cipate iu monitoring local auth¬ 
orities’ expenditure. It en¬ 
dorsed a proposal to set up a 
working parry to give help and 
guidance to improve the effect¬ 
iveness o£ discussions between 
members and local government. 

This activity is prompted by 
general concern about the ef¬ 
fect of the latest rate increases 
on industry. CBI leaders, who 
estimate that rates now account 
for about one-third of pretax 
real profits of industry, aTe 
anxious to ensure that the 
money is being spent effici¬ 
ently. 


£40m state 
loan to ICL 
may not be 
recovered

Prospects of .the Government 
recovering the £40ra paid to 
International Computers in 
1972-76 to assist the develop¬ 
ment of the 2900 series of com¬ 
puters have “diminished con¬ 
siderably”, the Department of 

Industry has told the Commons 
Committee of Public Accounts. 

Under the aid agreement, ICL 
was to repay the £4Qm from 
profits in the .seven financial 
years from 1977-78, provided 
the profit exceeded 7.5 per cent 
of turnover and with a maxi¬ 
mum of 25 per cent of the profit 
for any year. 

Last November the company 
told the Department of Industry 
that its 1977-78 profits were 7.4 
per cent of turnover, and that a 
repayment for 1978-79 also ap¬ 
peared unlikely as turnover was 
growing faster than profits. 

In its ninth report, the Com¬ 
mons committee says that the 
department were satisfied that 
TCL had not deliberately 
depressed its profits below the 
7.5 per cent figure. 

ICL had tnld the department 
rhat the computer market had 
entered a fiercely competitive 
phase in which technological 
change would be rapid and pro¬ 
fitability in the whole industry 
was likely to suffer. To meet che 
challenge ICL had adopted a 
policy of growth to build a 
strong customer base, to benefit 
from economies of scale in pro¬ 
duction and to maintain employ¬ 
ment. 

The company forecast that 
this policy would slow the 
growth of its profits as 
resources would be used to 
finance the growth of turnover. 

The department had accepted 
ICL’s analysis, the committee 
says, “ and had concluded that 
no repayment could be expected 
in the next four years and that 
the prospect of recovering the 
£40m had diminished signifi¬ 
cantly 

The Dor then sought to nego¬ 
tiate amendments to the repay¬ 
ment terms. Ax the request of 
the committee,-the Department ; 
suggested that the company 
should make a once-for-all pay¬ 
ment 

JCL had replied that It would 
not be commercially prudent to 
make such a payment, which 
would risk damage to the com¬ 
pany's future growth and would 
not be consistent with its res¬ 
ponsibilities to shareholders. 

“We remain concerned”, the 
committee says, “ that the 
agreement was drawn in such a 
form that it is unlikely that the 
company will make any repay¬ 
ment in six out of the seven 
years.” 


‘ Equality ’ 
plea for 
banks

equal treatment between banks 
and building societies in his 
presidential speech to the Insti¬ 
tute of Bankers last night.

“The banking system is rea¬ 
son a blv resilient bur there are 
limits.* The uncertainty of the 
future of some countries should 
cause British banks to be cau¬ 
tious in their interna rioual 
investment.

Sir Hugh Fraser set 
to beat Lonrho move

Sir Hugh Fraser, chairman 
of the HwrTod’5 scores group 
House of Fraser seems in a 
strong position to defeat Lon- 
rho's attempt to overturn the 
board's dividend policy. Mean¬ 
while, Lonrho, which wants a 
higher payment, sear our its 
third letter to Fraser share¬ 
holders last night. 

Despite its 29.997 per cent 
of the shares, Lonrho needs 75 
per cenr of rhe total number 
of votes cast it it is to raise 
the final dividend from 4p to 

6p. 

In the unlikely event of a 
ICO per cent poll at the Fraser 
annual meeting ar the Mer¬ 
chants House, in George Street, 
Glasgow, Lonrho would still 
need to convince holders of 
45.CO3 per cent of the shares 
that a bigger payout made 
sense. 

Thar would mean winning 
over either all the institutional 
shareholders—estimated toehold 
35 per cent—and some indi¬ 
vidual owners, or all the indi¬ 
vidual shareholders and some 
oF die institutions, or a large 
majority of both. 

Despite Three letters from 
Lonrho it is understood that 
Fraser's largest institutional 
shareholder. Legal and General 
with 2 per cent, has not come 
to a decision on how its vote 
will be casr. 

However, Sir Hugh will know 
whether he has beaten the 
Special “dividend” resolution 
at least 48 hours before the 
group's meeting. Those unable 
ro attend will have to submit 
proxy votes which under the 


rules must reach Fraser by 
noon on June 17. 

Who owns the shares will 
be crucial. It is likely that 
Fraser will insist on the names 
of the benefical owners of 
shares held under the name of 
nominees quire soon, especially 
after stock market reports that 
a sizable order came from 
Switzerland two weeks ago. 

Just how many of rhe group's 
shares are held by nonwnees is 
uncertain. Fraser caooor put a 
figure o-n ir. but “guess” that 
institutions hold berween 30 and 
40 per cenr. 

But if rhe dividend vote 
could present problems to 
Lonrho, purely in number 
terms, its express inception of 
opposing four of the six direc¬ 
tors up for reelectKKi could be 
easier. That requires merely a 
straight voting majority. 

-Meanwhile, former BL chief 
Lord Stnkes of Leyland was 
yesterday appointed ro _ the 
board of Lojirfaa subsidiary, 
Scottish and Universal Invest¬ 
ments. Another recent Suits' 
board appointment was Mr 
Hugh Fraser, MP. Lonrho 
director Mr Paul Spicer would 
not comment on whether 
Lonrho intends nominating its 
own candidates for positions on 
Fraser’s board. 

Lonrho already has two 

representatives, its chief execu¬ 
tive Mr Roland Rowland and its 
chairman Lord Duncan-Sandys. 
If Lonrho succeeded in gaining 
six directors, it Is unlikely that 
institutions would be happy 
that a holder of a third of rhe 
shares had almost half of the 
13-man board.

Sterling soars to 5-year record

Sterling soared by over four 
ceuts against the United States 
dollar yesterday, closing at 
S2.332, its highest race for five 
years.

US moves to 

regulate 

commodities

Senior United States govern¬ 
ment officials gave a warning 
today that action is needed to 
improve regulation of the com¬ 
modity markets, and that recent 
events in the silver market 
could have bad disastrous con¬ 
sequences. 

Mr James Stone, chairman 
of the Commodities Futures 
Trading Commission iCFTC), 
sharply, disagreed with the 
majority of members of tbe 
CFTC board, who believe that 
the fan that no company went 
broke wheo the silver price 
collapsed shows the system 
works. Mr Stone told a congres¬ 
sional agriculture committee. 
! * We will never know how close 
we came to the edge of a 
general financial panic . 
there was no economic benefit 
in the craze for silver to justify 
even a small risk of economic 
collapse.” 

Mr Paul Volcfcer, the chair¬ 
man of the Federal Reserve 
Board, shared this view. “ From 
my vantage point it was simply 
coo close a call to permit us to 
take the liberty of a business- 
as-usual attitude.’" he said. 

Both Mr Stone and Mr 
Volcker said they believed new 
laws giving the authorities 
greater powers to set margin 
requirements might be 
beneficial. 

Mr Stone said the silver 
situation demonstrated rhe need 
for additional limits imposed, by 
the government on speculation. 
It was imperative that restric¬ 
tions be imposed on banks and 
brokers on the extent to whidi 
they can finance purely specu¬ 
lative activities by their clients.

Outsiders in the boardroom 


In days of yore, when a com¬ 
pany went looking for a non¬ 
executive director, noblesse 
could (for a suitable supple¬ 
ment ro the rent rollj very 
often be persuaded to oblige. 
Then the position became the 
prerogative of the youthful 
scion or elderly buffer, pro¬ 
tege or past companion of the 
chairman and a jolly good chap, 
you know*. Nowadays the whole 
business is taken much more 
seriously. There is general 
agreement that the non-execu¬ 
tive director is a good thing. 
Only, as a newly published 
survey by che executive search 
organization Kcmi/Ferry re¬ 
veals, there is no agreement at 
all about who he is or what 
exactly he is supposed to do. 

Korn/Ferry tackled the task 
of identifying this amorphous 


creature bv sending question¬ 
naires to The Times 1,000 com¬ 
panies. Answers were supple¬ 
mented by round table discus¬ 
sions with the managements of 
some of the 305 from whom 
they received a legible reply. 
The companies were divided 
into four groups, according to 
size. 

Big companies arc keener bn 
non-executive directors who 
have executive positions with 
another company (66.9 per cent 
of all non-executives, as against 
45.9 per cent of those witii 
“small” companies)- Of the 
rest, they placed much more 
faith in accountants (112 per 
cent, as against 4.5 per cent 
with small companies), and 
much less in i bankers (1.3 per 
cent, as against 9.6 per cent 
with small companies—though 


the latter figure probably re¬ 
flects the banker's view of his 
expertise rather than rhat of 
the small company).- Big com¬ 
panies also have a curious faith 
in the capacity of landowners 
(3.3 per cent) to guide or moni¬ 
tor their affairs. But they don’t 
go much on lawyers (2 per cent, 
as against 102 per cent for 
small companies). 

Big companies expect their 
noo-executives to put in more 
work (16.3 days on average, as 
against 13), but pay them less 
(£4,722 on average, as against 
£4358).

Italy divided

The Italian Government is 
divided over the imposition of 
economic sanctions on Iran, at* 
though it formally remains coin- 
mined to applying them with 
retroactive effect from Novem¬ 
ber 4. 

Signor Enrico Manca, the 
Socialist minister of foreign 
trade in a coalition composed 
also of Christian Democrats and 
Republicans, says he remains 
unconvinced of the effective¬ 
ness of sanction to obtain the 
release of the United States em¬ 
bassy hostages. 

_ He said in Rome that sanc¬ 
tions against bis country in the 
1950s did not achieve their pur¬ 
pose. They merely reinforced 
the fascist regime and strengvh- 
ened its nationalist spirit. 

Italy is estimated to be 
undertaking contracts worth 
6.000,000m lire (about £3,100m) 
in Tran, nearly all concluded be¬ 
fore November 4. Its oil im¬ 
ports have dropped to a trickle, 
so the direct effect of sanctions 
will be minimal.

Tbat source. British Gas believes, will 
be coal or heavy duty oil producing 
substitute natural gas through technology 
! now being developed. 

Experiments have been conducted at 
Westfield since 1974 on a “slagger” 
gasifier, the forerunner of the model 
expected to be built soon on the same site. 

The new composite gasifier at West- 
field will be able to use unprocessed coal 
straight from the mine, eliminating the 
need for refining at a secondary plant 

The technology of producing substitute 


natural gas from coal has been pioneered 
by tiie British industry and has enormous 
export potential. The Americans, in 
particular have, expressed such interest 
that che United States Department of 
Energy has asked Conoco to design a 
gasifier plant in Ohio based on British 
technology. 

The decision to go ahead with construc¬ 
tion has been delayed since April, bnt the 
$37m contract for design and testing of 
the pilot plant is expected to include a 
royalty to British Gas. 

The Ohio plant will have a capacity of 
60 million cubic feet per day, small by 
America’s gas requirements. Britain’s 
dally consumption is in the order of 5,000 
million cubic feet per day. 

British Gas has high hopes for rhe new 
technology. The slagger will produce 40 
million cubic feet a day from about 1,500 
tonnes of coal. The new development at 
Westfield will produce half that output 
but. if successful, the design could be 
scaled up to give an output of 250 
million Cubic feet a day. 

The now plant will provide a third lease 


of life to the Westfield site. 

Tbe discovery and development of 
North Sea gas effectively made the con¬ 
ventional gas plant on tbe site redundant. 
It was transformed into a research, centre 
in 1974, for the corporation’s experimenta¬ 
tion on gas from coal, 
have many of the properties of natural 

The industry had previously supplied 
coal gas, parts of which were highly toxic 
hydrogen and carbon monoxide. Coal gas 
also contained a low calorific factor, 
unlike the non toxic natural gas. which is 
highlv calorific. 

The new substitute natural gas will 
gas and will not contain any of the 
unacceptable characteristics of coal gas. 
No conversion kits will be. required, and 
the new product, containing a .high 
content of methane, could be the ideal 
substitute natural gas.

Britain’s scrap metal proces¬ 
sors have enjqyed an export 
boom over the first three 
months of this year with over¬ 
seas sales running at record 
levels against a background of 
depressed demand from the 
United Kingdom steelmakers. 

Over the first quarter of this 
year exports, mainly to coun¬ 
tries outside the EEC, rose to 
nearly 750,000 tonnes valued 
at £42.7m with shipments in 
March totalling 308,000 tonnes. 

The scrap industry was 
forced to look to overseas' 
markets (Spain has been a 
major customer) because of the 
much reduced demand from 
the British Steel Corporation 
whose purchases tailed off in 
the final part of last year 
owing to the low level of 
demand for steel. Purchases 
ceased completely during the 
13-week long steel strike in the 
first quarter. 

Mr Tony Bird, president of 
the British Scrap Federation 
IBSF), said yesterday that the 
exports were all the more re¬ 
markable in view of the strength 
oE sterling, highly competitive 
market conditions—with keen 
pressure from United States 
sellers—and difficulties over 
shipping. 

" Without this outlet the 
scrap industry would have been 


badly damaged by the steel 
strike and it would not have 


been possible without the ex¬ 
port freedom which the industry 
now enjoys and must seek to 
maintain”, he added. 


But the export surge has not 
been without problems such as 
defaults on payments from 
Spanish customers. However, 
the BSF has now formed an 
exporters’ group to _ provide a 
united front in negotiations and 
through it has secured cover 
from the Export Credits Gua¬ 
rantee Department. 


The United Kingdom is now 
exporting more scrap to thi r d 
countries than the whole of the 
rest of EEC and BSF as urging 
the Government to maintain the 
present freedom to export. 
Several companies are looking 
further afield and negotiations 
are taking place with China and 
other countries in the Far East. 


Exports of over 300,000 
tonnes last month are expected 
to have been realized. The 
industry believes it is securing 
about £15 a tonne more than 
prices charged for domestic 
orders, which between the end 
of last year and the middle of 
this month, bad fallen by 
between £1 and £4 a tonne 
according to grade. 

The scrap industry has been 
further encouraged by longer 
term forecasts of increased 
demand from both the BSC and 
private steelmakers. The BSC is 
seeking to increase the ratio aE 
to hot metal used in steelmak¬ 
ing from about 25 per cent to 
about 50 per cent in the future.

It also attacked many appren¬ 
ticeship schemes as time-serving 
periods. The report said the 
experience of the Manpower 
Services Commission and the 
armed forces has been that the 
required skills could be gained 
much faster and more economic¬ 
ally than conventional appren¬ 
ticeships allowed. 

The existing training svstem 
caused shortages of u skilled ” 
men because training require- 
merits were inappropriate to the 
job. or existing skilled man¬ 
power was used inefficiently. 

“Providing more training of 
the traditional kind is at best 
an extravagant, and at worst an 
ineffective we yof meeting tbe 
problem ; and to the extent that 
it validates an inappropriate 
sysfera of training may in tbe 
long run make the problem 
worse.” 

The report then criticized 
many industrial apprenticeship 
schemes for not being decided 
on by the relevant industrial 
training boards but by national 
•joint committees . composed 
solely of industry and union 
representatives. 


It calls for a modification of 
the system to allow the Govern¬ 
ment' to control training more 
effectively. 

The Central Policy Review 
Staff concluded that the de¬ 
livery of training has two big 
weaknesses. 

The first is rhe concemratirm 
on initial training at the ex¬ 
pense of upgrading and retrain¬ 
ing later in life. 

Second, it concludes that 
trai nin g is concentrated on a 
narrow range of jobs for 
reasons -which are as much to 
do -with tradition and collec¬ 
tive bargaining as with the 
training needs of the occupa¬ 
tion. Women and unskilled 
workers suffer particularly in 
connexion with this. 

The report’s main recom¬ 
mendation were that training 
should be organized on a mod¬ 
ular basis and an employer 
should be able to see from a 
worker’s training record what 
skills are possessed. 

Simpler and more compre¬ 
hensive information should be 
available about the accepta¬ 
bility of vocational qualifica¬ 
tions for entry into higher 
education and other careers. 

School references should pro¬ 
vide employers with relevant 
information and examinations 
should be brought into line 
with employers’ requirements. 

Schools and colleges should 
find out what jobs their pupils 
take up. 

Experimental “ education 
brokers” should be established 
to help students find suitable 
courses.

Oil futures 

BP likes 
the idea 

It is good news for the proposed petroleum 
products futures exchange in London that 
British Petroleum has decided to give the 
undertaking its cautious blessing. Although 
the other majors have so far only said they 
are interested, BP's view that the market 
could lead to bigger things, particularly 
crude oil futures, may give the instigators 
the momentum they need. 

Certainly the omens arc more favourable 
than in the early 1970s when the idea was 
first mooted. Oil and oil products markets 
are much more volatile than a few years 
ago. and the scale of trading in them, not 
least by the oil majors, has grown quickly. 

At the same time the character of oil 
companies is changing , as the emphasis 
swings towards trading and marketing 
rather than production. The supporters of a 
London market have also been encouraged 
by the success of the New York Mercantile 
Exchange oil products futures experiment. 

Whether ir is righr, however, for the mar¬ 
ket to limit itself initially to gas oil, leading 
perhaps to naphtha and benzene, is another 
matter. The biggest market by far is surely 
for crude, and there is doubt as to how far 
the chemicals industry—which generally 
welcomed the idea— favours a futures mar¬ 
ket because it has genuine hedging require¬ 
ments or because it just sees a useful trading 
forum. Ir would be a pirv if the exchange 
came to be seen as nothing more than a 
device. by trading for creating another 
market.

A sea of 
troubles 

Like so many companies in the private steel 
sector, Duport currently finds itself floating 
on a sea of troubles with no safe harbour 
in sight. 

Last year profits rose 13 per cent to 
£6.6m against a background of industrial 
disruption and weakening demand. But last 
year, ir s.eems, Duportis problems were only 
just beginning.

Including Slumberland which 
pushed profits up £2m to £2.5m last year, 
has finally been turned round just as the 
market has collapsed. 

Having spent over £30m in the past two 
years on the switch to electric arc welding 
and other streamlining moves in steel, 
Duport shares would look attractive if the 
clouds of recession began to clear. 

But for the time being the group is sitting 
uncomfortably on an expensive debt moun¬ 
tain which rose to £22m last year to finance 
the efficiency moves and seemingly forced 
to accept ever-decreasing returns from steel 
production. 

A maintained dividend held the shares 
steady at 42Ip yesterday. But that is a 
crisis rating representing a yield of 17.5 
per cent and p/e of 31 on stated earnings. 

When recovery does come in the steel 
sector Duport could be in the van, thanks 
to its determination to keep up investment 
in the face of adversity. Then the current 
raring could look very cheap, but recovery 
fn steel could be a very long way off. 


Economic notebook 

Fooling about with 
statistics 


In ancient days, when kings 
received had news they tended 
to kill the messenger. We Kve 
in more civilized times. When 
bad economic news comes today. 
Governments and their suppor¬ 
ters say their statistics are 
unreliable. 

The latest victim of this is the 
retail price index, which' has 
been subjected to a Series of 
attacks over the past year. The 
latest and the most absurd 
comes from backbench MPs who 
want to recast the RPT to 
exclude tire effect of taxes on 
drink and tobacco. 

A spurious argument is put 
forward. It is suggested_ that 
because tobacco in particular 
has such a large effect on the 
RPI governments are afraid to 
raise the tobacco duty enough 

to maintain their tax take in 

reel cams. This is argued as 

having die double effect of 
reducing their tax yield from an 
important component of con¬ 
sumer expenditure and impli¬ 
es tly encouraging the use of an 
anti-soda! and unpleasant 
poison. 

There are, of course, very 
strong reasons for arguing for 
much higher taxes on tobacco 
and under the present system 
this does lead to an increase in 
the price index. But there are 
also strong arguments for 
increasing taxes on fuel to cut 
down our consumption of 
energy. Ought we to exclude 
energy prices from the RPI as 
well? And while we are about 
it, why not help the Govern¬ 
ment to make sensible decisions 
about the level of value-added 
tax by excluding everything on 
which VAT is levied? 

Indeed, in view of the need 
to avoid inflationary expecta¬ 
tions being built up, it might 
be safest to exclude everything 
which might rise in price. 

The truth of the matter is 
that rhe reason that excluding 
tobacco from the RPI is an 
issue this month is that the 
latest figures showing a jump 
to 21.8 per cent were heavily 
influenced by the increases in 
duty in the Budget. During the 
coining winter, when the real 
value of excise duties is 
declining and thus exerting 
downward pressure on infla¬ 
tion, we shall hear much less 
of it. 

Nor are we likely to hear 
much of an earlier experiment 
in cooking the inflationary 
books, the tax and prices index. 
For those who have failed to 
notice, this was presented as a 
major statistical innovation 


unsuccessful political gimmick- 
For it arose from a confusion 
in the minds of government 
ministers about whether they 
were saying that the rate of 
inflation had nothing to do with 
rhe claims which trades unions 
should make oit the part of 
their members or whether they 
were trying ro tie unions ro an 
alternative measure' of infla¬ 
tion as the basis for pay 
claims. 

There is a logical coherence 
in the view that since the world 
does not owe anybody a living, 
the amount of extra money a 
worker can expect each year 
has nothing to do whli changes 
in prices. But there is no 
sense in saying that and then 
tram to say that unions should 
look at an alternative inflation 

indicator when drawing up their 

claims because tiiat one hap¬ 
pens to produce lower -results. 

The worst should soon be 
over as far as this sort of non¬ 
sense is concerned in measuring 
inflation. By the early part of 
1981 the inflation rate as 
measured by the Rpr ought to 
be moving perceptibly down¬ 
wards. The fall mav not be as

when it was introduced last 
year. At the time It was 
roundly condemned by a num¬ 
ber of outside commentators— 
including the Institute for 
Fiscal Studies, whose own 
Gross Earnings Deflator is a 
much more reputable attempt 
to measure tax and price 
changes—as being well below 
the usual standard of govern¬ 
ment statistics. 

Last year the TPI may have 
seemed Like a good gwnmi cfc ■ 
taxes on incomes had been cut 
and taxes on expenditure bad 
gone up. It therefore looked 
better to build income taxes 
into the formula. 

But during this year the real 
burden of income tax is set to 
rise. As the prospect of a 31- 
point drop in the RPI in July 
conies closer, we can expect to 
see government ministers los¬ 
ing many of the advanced 
statstical doubts which they 
voiced last year about relying 
on nne measure of inflation. 

The flirtation with the TPI 
was instructive about the 
dangers of statistics tampering, 
because it was not merely a 
political gimmick—it was an 


fast as the Government would 
like, but it will probably be 
there. We shall thus be'able 
to go back to loo king on the 
RPI as whet k is—the best, 
albeit imperfect, measure of in¬ 
flation that we have. 

But the willingness to try to 
fool ourselves about statistics 
will continue. Until very re¬ 
cently there has been a reso¬ 
lute refusal, particularly on the 

part of the Confederation of 
British imkisfcy. to admit that 
earnings were increasing at a 
rate far above that consistent 
with the Government's economic 
strategy. 

The motives were no doubt 
exemplary: nothing must be 
done which might make it even 
harder to ensure pay restraint; 
it was vital to try to reassure 
workers that others were not 
racing ahead hi the pay stakes. 
But the result of ail these good 
intentions was to put off the 
day when the Government 
realized that k had a problem 
over pay. 

The next set of figures *to 
come under attack will almost 
certainly be those for un¬ 
employment. For, unlike infla¬ 
tion, this will he getting 
■unequivocally worse for a long 
time to come. 

During die last sharp in¬ 
crease in unemployment a 
flourishing cottage industry 
Krew up trying to explain that 
the rise was not what it 
seemed At the beginning of the 
cycle, when new groups of 
workers were being made re¬ 
dundant, much was made of the 
fact that they had not been 
unemployed for very long. 
After the recession had been 
going few a few months this 
explanation ceased to hold, but 
school-leavers were discovered 
to be a new category who 
could be taken out of the main 
figures 

As this recession goes on a 
similar process will almost cer¬ 
tainly occur, with, for example, 
someone trying to prove that 
many of those who have been 
unemployed for a long time 
have ceased actively to look for 
work and so should be ex¬ 
cluded from the unemployment 
figures. 

What all this does is not to 
fool the public that things ar? 
going better than they are. It 
simply devalues economic de¬ 
bate and the word of govern¬ 
ment. Don’t blame the statis¬ 
ticians : they are only doing 
their best

Over the 62nd Parallel 
in search of oil 


Trondheim 

After several veers of hesita¬ 
tion, exploratory drilling in the 
deep waters ot the North Sea. 
north of the 62nd Parallel is 
expected to begin within the 
next two weeks. 

More than 85 per cent of the 
Norwegian continental shelf 
lies above the 62nd Parallel. 
Running north of Bergen, it has 
assumed a symbolic importance 
to oil men which was never 
envisaged when it was identi¬ 
fied as the cut off point in 
North Sea median negotiations 
more than 15 years ago. 

For several years Norway’s 
preoccupation has been to ex¬ 
ploit the oil and gas riches 
south of 62, in Ekofisk. Frigg 
and Starfjord. But throughout 
rhe 1970s it has been edging 
gingerly towards the more in¬ 
hospitable waters of the north. 
Now at last it bas decided to 
dip a toe into them. 

Previously it had been ex¬ 
pected that drilling would start 
in 1978, _ but the plans were 
temporarily shelved in the 
aftermath of the Ekofisk blow¬ 
out in April 1977. 

The blow-out revived misgiv¬ 
ings among fishermen, who 
claimed that traditional grounds 
were put at risk, and among 
environmentalists and safety 
experts Norway entered an¬ 
other _ long period' of soul 
searching, and it was not until 
May last year that the Stoning 
(parliament) felt satisfied that 
the risks were sufficiently 
acceptable for drilling to begin 
this summer. 

Ir should have started 
already. But yet again it was 

postponed by a disaster, the 
shock waves from which still 
run through Norwegian society. 
The collapse of the Alexander 
Keillond rig in March with the 
loss of 123 lives prompted the 
authorities to order new safety 
checks on North Sea installa¬ 
tions. 

Ar present three rigs which 
should have been working north 
of 62 are still being inspected. 
These are rhe Ross Rig. de¬ 
stined for drilling west of the 
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Petroleum activity off th* 
Norwegian Coast north of the 
62nd Parallel. 

Arctic town of HammerFest and 
now dfcichored off Bergen, The 
Treasure Seeker ar Harsiad. 
and the Byford Dolphin, in 
water near Bergen. The Trea¬ 
sure Seeker will also be work¬ 
ing off Hammerfest and the 
Byford Dolphin further south 
on the Haltenbanken fishing 
grounds west of here. 

Stateoil, rhe state owned nil 
group, is confident that the rigs 
will be passed fit within the 
next few days and should be on 
location after a further four to 
five days travelling. 

The oilmen are being very 
cautious. Drilling will be 
allowed only from May to 
October, when the risk and 
consequences of an oil spillage 
are lowest. 

Apart from having a 50 per 
cent interest in eacb group 
drilling on the three blocks. 
Sraroil is operator for tbe Ross 
Rig. It has chosen what it 
believes to be a tried and 
tested seam-submersible which 
has been in continuous use in 
the North Sea since 1975. 


The other ©pastors are 
Norsk Hydro, in which the 
stdte has an interest, and Saga, 
a consortium put together by 
some of Norway's largest 
private companies. 

Overseas interests have been 
allowed only minority partici¬ 
pation although each group is 
receiving technical aid from 
international companies—Stat- 
oil from Esso. Norsk Hydro 
from Connco and Saga from 
Elf. 

Minority stakes are also held 

by Demin ex, Volvo. Hispanoil 
and Amoco. 

Operations north of 62 bare 
been scaled down greatly. Lest 
summer. applications were 
sought for 26 blocks north of 
the 62nd Parallel. Altogether 
27 applications were received. 
In the event the number of 
blocks actually allocated was 
reduced to three. 

The move north of 62 there¬ 
fore remains more symbolic 
than immediately commercial. 
Seismic surveys over the area 
have been taking place for 
about ten years and much of 
it has been geologically mapped. 
The underlying structure is 
said to look promising. 

The three blocks have been 
chosen partly out of deference, 
to fishing and environmental 
interests, but also because they 
are expected tn yield informa¬ 
tion abouc large areas. 

Even if the level of activity 
south nf 62 is reproduced in the 
north it would take between 
30 and 35 years to drill as many 
wells. Frequent government re¬ 
views of activity are expected 
and even if a commercial find 
is made there is no necessity 
for the government to sanction 
its development. 

Not surprisingly Statoil has 
set no time scale for oil explora¬ 
tion and exploration north of 
62. In Stavanger yesterday an 
official explained that it was 
not expected that oil would 
come ashore in any great quan¬ 
tity until the next century.

The electronic game we 
cannot afford to lose 


“The world is on the edge of 
the greatest technological revo¬ 
lution in history. Home, office 
and factory life will be trans¬ 
formed. For many, work will 
cease to exist And it is a revo¬ 
lution that has already 
begun ...” 

“ A mysterious force has 
come into our lives—some tiling 
even the most imaginative 
science fiction writers would 
never have dared predict—the 
silicon chip ...” 

“Whatever tbe consequences 
of the microprocessor revolu¬ 
tion, understanding the wonder 
chip in the 1980s wiU bo as 
vital as an understanding of 
steam and iron was for our 
Victorian forefathers .-. . ” t 

Matching the breathless pace 
of microelectronic advance, - the 
breathless prose of three pub¬ 
lishers’ blurbs brings tidings 
of comfort and. joy to pub¬ 
lishers and writers alike—tbe 
market for books on. the micro- 
electro arcs revolution is boom¬ 
ing. Three such are published 
today; one hopes that this rate 
will not he maintained. 

All-pervasive in its influeoce, 
fast-moving in its rate of 
change, the technology of micro¬ 
electronics is at once one of 
the most significant and most 
bewildering of human achieve¬ 
ments. The technology itself is 
one to marvel at, though it 
need not be ** understood” by 
people any morfe than they 
understand what is inside their 
telephones, radios or television 
sets. 

But the impact of the tech¬ 
nology on individuals, society, 
industry and government is 
indeed a suitable case for 
understanding. We need guid¬ 
ance through the many impli¬ 
cations—ygood, bad, coarse, 
subtle—in each of these areas. 
In their different ways the 
three books published today 
address this basic problem. 

In The silicon civilisation 
(W. H. AHen, £6.95), Alan

Burkitt and Elaine Williams 
trace the history and explain 
the uses of microelectronics. 
Their background is in tech¬ 
nical journalism and their book 
is comprehensive without being 
too technical. 

In The Micro Revolution 
fFutura Publications, £1.50), 
Peter Laurie—freekmce journa¬ 
list, author, and editor of Prac- 
tical Computing—gives what 
might be termed a revolution¬ 
ary’s view of the revolution. To 
stay with him to the end, the 
reader needs to rfiare Mr 
Laurie's enthusiasm for the 
acronyms, type numbers and 
occasional bursts of program¬ 
ming that serve to separate rhe 
rodeo-men from the boys. 

Today’s third book is also 
titled The Micro Revolution. 
Published by Fontaoa Paper¬ 
backs at £1.50, it is written by 
Peter Large, technology corre¬ 
spondent of The Guardian. It is 
a readable mixture of whet bas 
happened, what could happen 
and what might happen,.'draw¬ 
ing comprehensively (indeed 
indiscriminately) on rhe quoted 
views of many individuals and 
organizations. 

In essence tbe choice is 
between straight description, 
enthusiastic hard detail and 
enthusiastic soft speculation. 
Mr Large’s explanation of com¬ 
puter-based newspaper systems 
deserves the widest possible 
readership. 

One generally agreed point in 
Britain’s continuing debate on 
the implications for society of 
microelectronics, as Mr Large 
points out, is that, if we are nor 
prepared to change, then we 
must be prepared' to be materi¬ 
ally less well off. There is no 
chance of any international 
agreement to regulate the pace 
of change; we cannot stop the 


technological world and get off 
without harming ourselves in 
material terms. 

Mr Large quotes an American 
businessman to stress the con¬ 
trast between the views from 
either side of the Atlantic: “I 
can't understand what the 
European Cuss is about. The 
computer nn one cheap chip of 
silicon is just another chance, 
another opportunity. . . 

To the United States the 
micro revolution is an oppor¬ 
tunity; to Europe (including 
Britain) it is seen more ar, a 
threat. Beyond the agreement 
that we need to adopt micro¬ 
electronics as rapidly and 
widely as possible ties the un¬ 
resolved argument over jobs— 
will there be a net gain or a net 
loss ? 

Arthur D. Little, the Ameri¬ 
can. consultancy, has forecast 
that microelectronics will pro¬ 
duce a net increase of at lea it 
one million jobs by 1987 in 
Britain, France, West Germany 
and the United States. 

Professor Tom Stonier, of 
Bradford University, has fore¬ 
cast that all Britain's material 
needs ,will be supplied by no 
more than 10 per cent of the 
labour force by tbe year 2010. 
(This does not imply that the 
other 90 per cent will be nut of 
work—many o£ them will be, 
but many more are likely to be 
busy in the new information- 
based sendee industries.) 

Returning to the book-jacket 
assertions, it is probably true 
that the world is on the edge of 
the greatest technological revo¬ 
lution in history. A mysterious 
force is around. 

The danger is that Britain 
will stay well clear of ‘the edge 
of this revolution. We seem to 
be good at buying micro-based 
television games and to some 
extent at developing new, micro- 
based information services. But 
at modernizing industry in 
order to compete in world 
markets. . . ?
